Chicago's Chief of Police did active duty 
last night as a thief chaser by joining in the 
hunt for six men who had held up and robbed 
D. E. Patterson, 8753 Cottage Grove avenue, 
agent for the lumber department of the Chi- 
cago, Burlington and Quincy railroad com- 
pany, within a block of the Chief's home. 

The robbery occurred shortely after 8 
o’clock at Thirty-eighth street and Forest 
avenue. Mr. Patterson was severely beaten 
by his assailants, all of whom carried re- 
volvers and wore masks. He was relieved of 
$110 and a gold watch valued at $200, but 
the robbers overlooked $200 which he had in 
his trousers pocket. e 

After his assallants had left him Mr. Pat- 
terson ran to Chief Kipley's home, 87385 
Forest avenue, and without waiting to ring 
the door bell he rushed into the presence of 
the Chief, who was séated at the dinner 
table. His bleeding face and hands and torn

Philippine President Makes Some 
Startling Proposals to the Insurgent 
Congress—His Actions Believed to 
Indicate a Yearning for Dictatorship. ,

Manila, Dec. 24.—The insurgent Congress 
at Malolos on Dec. 21 adopted unanimously 
the Philippine constitution which had been 
under discussion by that assembly for 
weeks. 

Aguinaldo and his Cabinet had fully ap- 
proved the constitution previous to its adop- 
tion, and yesterday at a meeting of the 
council Aguiraldo submitted a draft of his 
proposed message to Congress. 

He discussed the present crucial condition 
of the Filipinos, and proposed a temporary 
suspension of certain sections of-the consti- 
tution which limit the powers of the Pi esi- 
dent, and wanted to add other sections con- 
ferring absolute power upon the President 
throughout the continuation of the legis- 
lative situation. 

He desiréd the addition of a section giving 
the President the right to declare war with- 
out consulting Congress. 

These proposals created great surprise in 
the council. ‘There was little discussion, 
but muth opposition. Aguinaldo’s sudden 
change of mind was attributed by the mem- 
bers of the council to the advice of a man

SEVERAL PERISH IN. 
A TENEMENT HOUSE 
FIRE IN NEW YORK. 


Firemen Do Not Reach the Blazing 
Building Until a Number of Lives Are 
Lost—One Body Recovered and Chil- 
dren Unaccounted For. | 


New York, Dec. 25.—Fire in the five-story 
tenement at 175 Greenwich street about 1 
o’clock this morning resulted in the loss of 
several lives. Owing to the fact that there 
was another fire down-town it was about 
fifteen minutes before the first engine 
reached the blazing tenement. | 

The fire burned fiercely, and there was a 
panic. About five families lived in the 
house. | | 

The first body found, which was shortly 
before 2 o’ciock, was that of a woman, sup- 
posed to be Mrs. Bannon, who lived with 
her two sons on the fourth floor. | 

A boy named Richard Hickson, probably 
4 or & years of age, who lived with his 
father and mother and five other children 
on the fifth floor, is believed to be burmed to 
death, and one of the other children has not 
been accounted for and probably was also 
burned to death. | 

When the firemen reached the house the 
stairway and halls from street to roof were 
blocked with flames and flames were pour- 
ing from every window infront. Dense vol- 
umes of smoke rolled high above the 


CAPTURED SPANISH 
GUNBOATS ARRIVE AT 
“NORFOLK NAVY YARD. 


Alvarado and Sandoval, the Gunboats, 
Brought Safely from Cuba and Added 
to Navy of United States—Liecuts. 


Blue and Anderson Are in Command. 


Norfolk, Va., Dec. 24.—[Special.]—The cap- 
tured Spanish gunboats Alvarado and San- 
doval arrived at the Norfolk navy yard this 
morning from Guantanamo Bay, where they 
have been overhauled and refitted. They 
are the first vessels- of the Spanish navy to 
be added to that of the United States. The 
vessels are cOmmanded by two naval heroes 
of the operations which preceded the de- 
struction of Cervera’s squadron. 

Lieutenant Edwin Anderson, who cut the 
cable at Cienfuegos in an open boat while 
under fire, commands the Sandoval, while 
the Alvarado is commanded by Lieutenant 
Blue, the officer who first positively located 
the Spanish squadron in Santiago harbor. 
The two gunboats have intcresting histories. 
The Alvarado was surrendered with Santia- 
go, and its disposition caused trouble be- 
tween General Shafter and Admiral Samp- 
son. The Sandoval was dismasted and sunk 
by its own commander. It is devoid of guns 
now, they having been rendered useless. 
The vessels had to anchor three times during 
the dense fog of the last few days, and fre- 
quently lost sight of each other in the im- | 
penetrable mist. They ran into a log raft 
in the Albemarle, and narrowly escaped be- 
ing wrecked. They will proceed to the Ports- 
mouth (N. H.) navy yard. 


CITY OF OSCEOLA GOES DOWN. 


River Steamer Sinks in 
Twelve Feet of Water Near 


Cairo, III., Dec. 24.—The steamer City of 
Osceola sank in twelve feet of water near 
Avenue Landing today. No particulars have

Parade on New Year’s Day. 
{BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 
Havana, Dec. 24.—A parade of the United 


States troops through the city will take 


place on Jan. 1, the date fixed for the tufn- 
ing over of the control of the island to the 
United Statés. | 

The American Evacuation commission will 
direct Major General Lee to make disposi- 
tions of the eight regiments here, number- 
ing about 800 men each, including the ar- 
rivals of today, the Sixth Missouri Regi- 
ment, on the transports Obdam and Rou- 
manian, and a battalion of the Tenth regu- 
lars on the Saratoga, and another division to 
arrive next week. 

Altogether, it is expected that an impos- 
ing display will be made, as numerous de- 
tails of the troops will have to be made to 
guard the forts and camps. 

Military men are divided in opinion as to 
the propriety of the troops parading. The 
officials in favor of the project aver that a 
‘good moral effect would be produced on the 
city by showing the quality of the American 
forces, while those who oppose it say that 
as this is not a conquered city there exists 
no reason for marching the soldiers through 
it, as though it were. 

The Forty-ninth Ohio Regiment pitched its 
tents today at Quemados camp in two hours, 
making better time than any regiment in 


the camp. 
Mrs. Moulton’s Christmas Gifts. 

Mrs. Moulton, wife of Colonel Moulton of 
the Second Illinois Regiment has sent to her 
husband's command 1,200 oranges and 1,200 
lemons as a part of their Christmas dinner. 
The military postoffice has been overload- 
ed all the week with parcels for the soldiers. 
General Lee and his staff and most of the 
Americans in the city are attending a recep- 
tion tonight at the new United States club. 

Major General Ludlow, military Governor 
of the City of Havana, has recommended to 
Major General Lee, Governor of the Prov- 
ince of Havana, that six army officers be 
appointed to assist Colonel Moulton as in- 
spectors of police. The names of the of- 
ficers chosen for these positions have not 
‘been announced. They will be relieved from 
all other duties, and will be paid a salary of 
$1,800 a years 

The appointment of the deputy chief will 
not be made soon. A number of the uni- 
forms, which will consist of blue serge 
clothing and straw hats, have been ordered. 

The patrolmen so far chosen began taking 
the oath of allegiance to the United States 
today. They are a mixed lot, consisting of 
former Spanish soldiers, men who have 
served in the ranks of the insurgent army, 
ex-policemen, and others totally unexperi- 
enced in the service. | 

An American wagon train on its way to 
this city across the Cherrera Rio today 
round a number of workmen engaged in 
removing a pontoon bridge. The man in 
charge of the work said he had bought the 
bridge from the Spanish. The removal of 
the structure was at once stopped. 

The patriotic committees are preparing to 
hold on Jan. 2 a procession in which will 
appear floats with allegorical designs, em- 
blems, banners, and bands of music. A fes- 
tival is announced to be held in tha Tacon 
Theater on the same date, the proceeds of 
which will be devoted to the purchase of 
shoes and clothing for the Cuban soldiers 
coming to the city.

Senator Faulkner made his communication 
in an unofficial-manner, but he was expl'cit 
about it. He told the President that the 
Democratic Senators would act as indi- 
viduals, not as members of the Democratic 
party. Some might, and would, probably, 
oppose ratification, but they would do so in 
a purely individual capacity. It had been 
agreed among the Democrats that each 
Senator should feel entirely free to do as his 
own sentiments prompted, and that party 
affiliations would cut no figure at all. 

Senator Hoar’s amendment is doomed, All 
attempts to align Democrats, even the anti- 
expansiontsts, against the treaty, will fail. 
The Philippines question will be kept apart 
from the treaty. 

Senator Faulkner was guarded in speak- 
ing of the number of Democrats who will 
vote for ratification, but from the informa- 
tion obtained in various quarters confirma- 
tory of the assurances given the President 
it appears more than half of the Democrats 
will vote in its favor. 

The ratification is not ohly assured, but 
early action is made certain by the policy of 
the Democrats. Senator Faulkner told the 
President that it was the intention of the 
Democrats to interpose no obstacle to 
prompt disposition of the treaty.

Jury in the Famous Badger Case 
Locked Up for the Night, and Rumor 
Says Eight Members Stand for Con- 


viction. 


New York, Dec. 25—2 a. m.—[Special.J— 
It is probablle that twelve men will today 
extend a Christmas greeting to Fayne 
Strahan Moore in the form of an opinion of 
justice which may send her to a prison cell. 

At 2 o’clock this morning the jury in the 
famous “ badger”’ trial, having failed to 
reach a verdict, Recorder Goff ordered that 
it be locked up and the court closed. 

It was rumored that, when locked up, the 
jury stood eight to four for conviction. 
This means that the eloquent plea of the 
defense failed to convince a majority of her 
judges of the beautiful young prisoner’s in- 
nocence. 

The jury came into court several times be- 
tween the noon hour and midnight for in- 
structions, inquiring particularly regarding 
the punishment which would go with convic- 
tion of robbery in the second or in the third 
degree. 

The Recorder instructed the jurymen that 
they must not find their verdict simply to 
meet the punishment. The law fixes the 
punishment, he said, and with it the jury- 
men had nothing to do. 

Recorder Goff announced that he would 
be in court at 10 o’clock this morning to 
await the action of the jury.

The mob was well organized and well 
armed. Every street in the town was pa- 
trolled and “all nighters were treated 
without any consideration whatever. John 
Carlyle of Little York was going to return 
to his home on horseback when he was halt- 
ed by three masked men, who commanded 
him to keep hie jaws shut.“ During this 
time a dozen masked men overpowered Sher- 
iff Gobin. They secured the keys to the jall, 
and, opening the doors, took Tyler out and 
carried him across the street to the court- 
house yard, where they strung him up toa 
tree. The fall broke his neck. 

By @irection Of Corqner Blackhall the 
body was cut down. It has been viewed to- 
day by thousands who came to the town from 
twenty miles around. Tyler was 28 years 


of age, and his parents reside in Illinols. 


They have been notified of the hanging. 

It is thought the citizens of Scottsburg 
have been quietly organized for several 
weeks, and that the lynching was purposely 
held off until this late day in order that the 
avenging of the crime might stand out more 
boldly and pronounced than if done imme- 
diately after the crime.

Dr. Hamilton was aware 
of his condition and he bade his wife, his 
son Ralph, daughter Blanche, mother, Mrs. 
Mary C. Hamilton; and sister, Mrs. Leverett, 
good-by shorily before 5:15 o'clock, when he 
lapsed into unconsciousness. | 

The usual Christmas festivities at the 
asylum were done away with because of Dr. 
@amiiton’s death. 

The arrangements for the funeral will be

Dr. Jencks, the chief of staff, was deeply 
affected and spoke with much feeling regard- 
ing thc doctor’s worth. He said: ; 

J have been intimately associated with 
Dr. Hamilton for nearly two years as assist- 
ant physician at the asylum and the longer 
I knew him the more I was impressed with 
him as an organizer and executive officer. 
He was ever quick to act and he decided the 
most delicate questions of administration 
instantly and correctly. 

His constant application to his work no 
doubt hastened his death. From early morn

He was widely 
known throughout the medica! profession of 
the country, and was scarcely less favorably 
known by the medical profession of Europe. 

“As an editorial writer he was one of the 
most facile and forceful of the country. His 
ability to get on with his fellow-men almost 
amounted to genius.” 


Estimate of Dr. J. A. Benson. 

% He was almost equally distinguished as 
a surgeon, an army medical officer, an or- 
ganizer, a eanitarian, and editor and 
teacher,” said Dr. John A. Benson. “ He 
showed great energy and skill during his 
army career. When appointed Surgeon-in- 
Chief of the United States Marine Hospital 
service he completely reorganized that 
branch of government work, placing it on 
a civil service basis and raising it to a high 
plane. One of the most distinguished mem-

President and Delegates of the Spanish- 
American Peace Commissions, Paris—Your 
Excellencies: The noble and gallant Gen- 
eral Aguinaldo, President of the Philippine 
republic, and his government have honored 
me with the post of official] representative to 
the honorable President and government of 
the United States of America, devolving 
upon me at the same time the duty of pro- 
testing against any resolutions contrary to 
the independence of that country which 
might be passed by the Peace commission in 
Paris. 

This has already terminated its sessions, 
and the resolutions passed cannot be ac- 
cepted as obligatory by my government, 
since the commission has neither heard nor 
in any wise admitted to its deliberations the 
Philippine nation, who held an unquestion- 
able right to intervene in them in relation to 
what might affect their future. 


Fulfills a Solemn Duty. 


“TI fulfill, therefore, my duty when I pro- 
test, as I do in the most solemn manner, in 
the name of the President and the national 
government of the Philippines, against any 
‘resolution agreed upon at the peace confer- 
ence in Paris, as long as the judicial, political, 
independent personality of the Philippines 
people is entirely unrecognized and attempts 
are made in any form to impose on these 
inhabitants resolutions which have not been 
sanctioned by their publio powers, the oaly 
ones which can legally decide as to 
their future in history. 

Spain is absolutely devoid of status and 
power to decide in any shape or form the 
before mentioned matter, 

“The union of Spain and the Philippines 
was founded solely on two historical facts, 
in which the exclusive right of the Filipinos 
to decide their own destiny was implicitly 

ized, | 

First-The blood treaty’ (pacto de 
sangre) of the 12th of March, 1565, entered 
into between the General Don Miguel Lopez 
de Legazpi and the Filipino sovereign Sika- 
tuma, a compact which was ratified and 
confirmed on the one side by the King of 
Spain, Philip I., and on the other side by 
the monarchs of Mindanao, Visayas, and 
Luson, and by the supreme chief of that 
confederation, the Sultan Lacandola; pro- 
claiming, as a consequence, the autonomous 
nationality of the kingdom of ‘New Castilie’ 
formed by the Philippine Islands, under the 
scepter of the King of Spain. 

*“*Second—The so-called constitution of 

Cadiz, in the discussion, vote, promulgation, 
and execution of which the deputies and 
Filipinos people took an active part, and by 
which constitution the nationality of ‘ the 
Spalns was made effective. 
But from the first moment in which the 
peninsular public powers attempted to im- 
posé their absolute sovereignty on the is- 
lands, the Filipinos protested energetically 
by force of arms, and from the first attempt 
in 1814 the struggle in defense of the polit- 
ical personality was implanted. 

“When, in 1887, the deprivation of their 
rights was consummated, the Filipinos 
again protested, Spain sustaining against 
them a fratricidal and inhuman struggle, 
which has lasted from that time onwards 
up to the present day, 


Falsehood of Spain. 

* Falsehood, which always characterized 
the actions of the peninsular authorities, 
constantly hid from the world the fact of the 
real situation of force, which has lasted 
almost a century. 

“At length, at the end of the present 
century, the Spanish forces have been com- 
pletely routed by those of the natives, and 
Spain cannot now even allege the possession 
by her of the islands, because the perma- 
mency of a handful of peninsular soldiers 
(approximately 400), who are existing be- 
sleged in one or two fortresses in the south 
phew archipelago, cannot constitute such a 

t. i 

“The Spanish government has ceased to 
hold any dominion by deed and by right, 
and the only authority which exists there 
and preserves order is that constituted by 
the Filipinos with the solemn sanction of 
their votes, the only legal fount of positive 
modern power. 

Under such conditions the Spanish com- 
missioners in Paris have not been able 
within the principles of the law of nations to 
give up or to transfer what, if they ever 
had, they have totally lost before the sign- 
ing of the protocol of Washington and the 
arranging of the terms of the peace treaty 
in Paris. | 

The Filipino people who consented to the 
blood treaty’ and the ‘constitution of 
1812 annulled those conventions by rea- 
son of Spain not complying with her under- 
takings, and renewed their sovereignty by 
the solemn proclamation of the Philippine 
republic on the ist of August, 1898, and by 
the establishment of a government and a 
regular and well ordered administration, 
created by the decisive votes of the natives. 

It any juridical effeet can be attributed 
to the Spanish action in the peace treaty 
within the principles of international law, it

to him on board his flagship in the Bay of 
Manila; by receiving the said General Aguin- 
aldo before and after his victories and 
notable deeds of arms with the honors due 
to the commander-in-chief of an allied army 
and chief of an independent state; by ac- 
cepting the efficacious codperation of that 
army and of those Generals; by recognizing 
the Filipino flag and permitting it to be 
hoisted on sea and land, consenting that 
their ships should sail with the said flag 
within the places which were blockaded; by 
receiving a solemn notification of the formal 
proclamation of the Philippine nation with- 
out protesting against it nor opposing in 
any way its existence; by entering into re- 
lations with those Generals and with the 
national Filipino authorities recently es- 
tablished, recognized without question the 
corporated body and autonomous sover- 
eignty of the people who had just succeeded 
in breaking their fetters and freeing them- 
selves by the impulse of their own force. 

“And that recognition cannot be denied 
by the honorable and serious people of the 
United States of America, who ought not to 
deny nor discuss the word given by the offi-

America’s Duty Clear. 

„To pretend to put now in question the at- 
tributes of such public functionaries, after 
the danger, would be an act of notorious in- 
justice, which cannot be consented to by 
those who have the ungvoidable duty of 
preserving unstained the brilliant reputa- 
tion of the sons of the great nation founded 
by the immortaP Washington, whose first 
glory was and has always been the constant 
fulfillment of their word of honor. 

It must be remembered here that the 
Filipinos did not fight as paid troops or mer- 
cenaries of America. On their arrival they 
only received a reduced number of arms, 
which were delivered to them by the order 
of Admiral Dewey. The arms, ammunition, 
and provisions with which the Filipinos 
have since sustained the war against the 
Spanish forces were acquired, some by their 
gallantry, and some of them bought with 
their own funds, those latter being exclu- 
sively provided by the Filipino patriots. 

And you would not be noble now, after 
having used the alliance, to deny the courage 
and nobility of the Filipino forces in fighting 
at the side of the American troops, lending 
them a decided support, both enthusiastic 
and efficacious. 

Without their codperation and without 
the previous siege, would the Americans 
have been able so easily to have gained pos- 
session of the walled City of Manila? 

They could have—who can deny it?—de- 
stroyed it by bombardment, but without the 
foregoing armed deeds, and without the rig- 
orous circle in which the Spanish army was 
inclosed, the sham fight of the attack and 
surrender which took place could not abso- 
lutely have been realized. ; 

Admiral Dewey gloriously destroyed the 
Spanish squadron, but he had no disembark- 
ing forces and could rot inconsiderately dis- 
pose of his ammunition and provisions; and 
under such conditions the support, which, as 
companions in arms, was lent to him by the 
Filipino Generals and their forces is à posi- 
tive and undeniable advantage.

guided by any intention of aggrandizement 
and extension of national territory, but only 
in respect to the principles of humanity, the 
duty of liberating tyrannized peoples and the 
desire to proclaim the unalienable rights, 
with their sovereignty, of the countries re- 
leased from the yoke of Spain.

POOR TEAMSTER AND 
HIS WIFE CONFESS TO 
MURDERING FOR MONEY. 


Albert and Ingelia Funk of Milwaukee 
Tell How They Poisoned Old Chris 
Melga with a Dose of Arsenic—Se- 
cured Only $40, | 


Milwaukee, Wis., Dec, 24.—[Special,]—Al- 
bert Funk and Ingella, his wife, were ar- 
rested tonight for the murder of Chris Melga 
for his money. 

The murder was committed two weeks 
ago and Drs. Washburn and Wilson, who 
conducted the post-mortem, pronouncéd it 
a case of heart failure. 

Tonight Funk and his wife confessed to 


having put a large dose of rat poison into a 


cup of coffee, which Melga drank a few 
hours before his death. 

Funk is a teamster and has been working 
for a dollar a day. He was in hard straits. 
Melga was about 65 years of age and an in- 
mate of the Soldiers’ Home. The old man 
Was supposed to have a large sum of money 
about his person at all times. He wore a 
large leather belt to carry money and it was 
generally supposed that he had a large 
amount concealed in it. He was a relative 
of the Funks, having married Funk's grand- 
mother, He frequently called at Funk's 
house, and two months ago loaned Mrs. 
Funk a dollar. 

According to his story Funk and his wife 
often planned to get at the old man's money. 
On Dec. 5 Funk received a letter from Melga 
telling him that his wife owed him $1. 

Funk said to his wife that would be a 
good excuse to get the old man to come to 
the house and they would “fix” him. He 
then wrote the old man asking him to call 
for his money the following Friday. In the 


| meantime he prepared for him by buying a 


box of rat poison. 

The old man came Saturday, Dec. 10, and at 
supper Mrs. Funk, assisted by her husband, 
put the poison in the coffee which the old 
man drank. It was administered at 8 
o’clock in the evening and he died the next 
morning at 4 o'clock. When he was about 
to die Funk called Dr. F. T. Gally, but when 
he arrived the old man was dead and he 
refused to sign a death certificate. 

The body was turned over to the Coroner, 
who held an inquest. Testimony was given 
by several of the neighbors that the Funks 
had taken over $40 from the person of the 
dead man and there were a number of sus- 
picious circumstances surrounding the death, 
as the old man was robust and in the best of 
health, 

Mrs. Funk denied taking the money and 
Drs. Washburn and Wilson, who made the 
post mortem and a chemical test of the con- 
tents of the stomach, reported that death 
was due to heart failure and on the strength 
of this the jury found a verdict to that effect. 

Dr. Washburn said tonight: We made a 
chemical test of the ingredients of the stom-

| SENDS NOTICE TO BOARD. 


LINDBLOM MAILS COURT’S RULING TO 
SCHOOL TRUSTEES. 


Civil Service President Calls for Lists 
of All Employes Affected—Decision 
Involves Secretary Graham and 
Many Other Officials—Committee on 
Buildings and Grounds Aske Attor- 
Advice Before Hemoving 
Architects’ Clerks. 


A copy of the Supreme Court decision in 
the School board case was received by the 
Civil Bervice commission yesterday, and 
President Lindblom dictated the following 
letter to the School board, inclosing a copy 
of the decision: 

Chicago, Dec. 24, 1898.—To the President and 
Members of the Board of Education—Gentiemen: 
We have the honor to inform you that we are today 
in receipt of a decision of the Supreme Court of 
the State of Ililnois. 

In view of this we beg leave to request that you 
send us at your earliest opportunity a list of all 
employés in your department, outside of teachers, 
and the date of their appointment, and we will 
then ask you to send us a requisition to fill all 
such positions who were appointed after Aug. 28, 
1895, in order that we may certify against such 
positions under the law. It is the rule of this 
board that the employment of all employés must 
cease within one calendar week from the date of 
the reception of this notice unless otherwise author- 
ized. Yours respectfully,

Twenty-three out of sixty employés of the 
Business department of the board will be 
affected by the ruling. Those who will be 
affected and will be required to take the 
examination include:

The letter written by President Lindblom 
has not yet reached the. board room and will 
not get there until Monday. 


Ask Advice of Attorney. 

Before putting in effect the rule of the 
board requesting the resignation of every 
employé of the architect's department the 
members of the Buildings and Grounds com- 
mittee have decided to consult the attorney 
of the board. 

The question has been raised whether the 
decision of the Supreme Court makes the 
Board of Education a department of the 
city government and whether the Trustees 
are the only people, outside of the teaching 
force, who are exempt from the civil service 
law. In view of the position taken in the 
City Hall in reference to the heads of bu- 
reaus it is thought possible there is no one in 
the employ of the board outside the educa- 
tional department who is not under the 
iaw. 

These questions will be submitted to At- 
torney MacMahon and a special meeting of 
the committee will be called this week to 
hear his opinion. Nothing will be done, 
meanwhile, in removing any of the archi- 
tect’s employés. 

Some of the trustees say that the talk of 
closing the high schools and cutting down 
the teachers’ salaries is out of place, be- 
sides creating a spirit of unrest in the teach- 
ing force. It is said that the ery of a short- 
age of funds is always made at this time of 
the year. 

Trustee Brenan, from the figures placed in 
his hands, estimates there will be a surplus 
of over $70,000. It is estimated that the in- 
crease this year will not be as great as dur- 
ing the last year, as the incyease in salaries 
‘granted the teachers last March will not be 
duplicated in 1809. 


Auditor Custer’s Report. 

A statement of the finances of the board 
prepared by Auditor Custer and in the hands 
of the Finance committee shows there are 
surpluses left over in the funds set apart 
for both building and grounds and educa- 
tional purposes, 

The statement shows there will be avail- 
able funds amounting to $7,634,339, including 
the surpluses. Of this amount $1,736,186 will 
be availhble for building purposes and 
$5,808,152 for educational purposes. The 
receipts from the tax levy are estimated at 
$4,820,770, from the school fund leases $300,- 
000; for building purposes, $1,500,000. 

The total payroll for teachers for 1898 was 
$4,675,689. It is estimated that the increase 
in the educational payroll for 1800 will be 
$500,000 over 1898, or $5,101,000 in all. This 
amount is estimated at $200,000 less than 
the surplus. 


ADJOURN.TO BALK TEACHERS. 


Grade Teachers Cut Short Their Meet- 
ing, Fearing Constitution May 
| Be Altered. 


The Grade Teac! ers’ federation met yester- 
day morning in Handel Hall at 10:30 o'clock, 
and adjourned at 10:33 o'clock. The teachers

he plea did not. they admitted, cover all the 
reasons for the sudden adjournment, which 
was to defeat the supposed intention of the 
President, Miss Elizabeth Burdick, to rush 
constitutional changes through the federa- 
tion at the meeting in defiance of the action 
of the organization at its November meet- 
ing.

Miss Burdick did not reach 
Handel Hall in time for the opening of the 
session. The secretary and First and Second 
Vice Presidents were not present, and Miss 
Mary McDougal, the Third Vice President, 
was installedinthechair. A motion to adjourn 
was made at once, and when the President

arrived a moment later she found the fed- 
eration adjourned and the teachers departing 
for Christmas shopping. 

Miss Burdick maintains that she has no 

other wish than to have the constitution en- 
forced in all ita rulings relative to the federa- 
tion meetings. Some of the federation mem- 
bers declare that the President is attempt- 
ing to rule arbitrarily and to establish a 
Czarship over the meetings. 
One of the amendments offered for consid- 
eration proposes to extend the time of hold- 
ing the annual meeting and election of offi- 
cers until June, whereby the term of office 
for the present holders would be increased 
by half a year, and enable them to hold over 
until the sessions of the educational conven- 
tion in Los Angeles. This amendment, the 
anti-administration teachers say, the offi- 
cers would like to see passed, and relied on 
being able to accomplish it at the December 
meeing, which they expected would be 
slightly attended.

Senator F. E. Warren of Wyoming and 
Governor Richards of the same State, the 
latter of whom will retire from office at the 
beginning of the year, were at the Audi- 
torium Annex yesterday on their way from 
Washington to their homes. Governor Rich- 


ards will be succeeded by a namesake, also

The assertions of Senator Vest and those 
allied with them in opposition to expansion 
and the retention of the Philippines that it 
will Le necessary to admit those people into 
‘the full enjoyment of statehood and its at- 
tendant privileges I do not regard as sound,“ 
said Senator Warren. Wyoming and othcrs 
of the Western States were not admitted to 
statehood for many years after they pos- 
sessed the necessary qualifications, and 1 
fail to see why the Philippines cannot be 
treated the same way. We may hold them 
as territories for 100 years if we se desire, 
and it is clearly within the powers of Con- 
gress to fix such qualifications as it sees fit 
in connection with the right of elective fran- 
chise. In Wyoming, in addition to other 
things, a man qualified to vote must be able 
to read the English language and have an 
intelligent understanding of the constitu- 
tion, and why cannot the same conditions 
obtain with the Philippines or any other 
possessions we have or may acquire?“ 
Both the Senator and Governor are of the 
opinion Wyoming can be counted in the Re- 
publican colunmn in 1900, and that sliver 
cannot be made a winning issue in that cam-

Farr Declared to Be Accessories. 
Alleged Statements to the Woman 


That She Had a Right to Shoot. 


Thomas Crosby, aged 13, his foster m Fe 
Mrs. Marjorie Helen Crosby, and Attorman 
William E. Hughes and Mark C. Farr weal 
held to the grand jury yesterday by a 
Coroner’s jury on the charge of complicity 
in the death of Deputy Sheriff Frank . Nye. 
The boy was held as the principal, while the 
= were named as accessories before the 

act. 

Young Crosby and his mother were ta 
at once to the County Jail. Mrs. Crosby wag 
placed in the woman’s department in charge 
of the matron, while Thomas was assigned 
to the Loys’ department. There he wil} be 
allowed to go to school twice a day and will 
have from thirty to forty playmates during’ 
the time he is kept in jail. Mrs. Crosby 
seemed to take her position philosophically, .

quest they were allowed to go to Judge 
Chytraus’ courtroom in the custody of two 
poiicemcn. Mr. Coburn filed a petition for 
a writ of habeas corpus for each of them. 
The petition set forth that the attorneys 
were held on insufficient evidence and that 
they were committed without legal procesa 
and were being confined on a faulty mitti- - 
mus. Judge Chytraus issued the writ ang 
continued the hearing until Wednesday at 
10 o'clock. 


Held in $20,000 Each.

CREDITORS OF MISSING LAWYER 


DISCRDDIT FOUL PLAY THEORY.

Stockholders in the Defanet Kirkbeck 
Lean and Building Association, of 
Which He Was the Secretary, Be- 
lieve He Is Concealing His Where- 
abouts to Avoid Pressure for Settle- 
ment of Their Claims—Formerly a 
Prosperous Attorney. 


The mass of information that is being col- 
lected by those interested in straightening 
out the tangled affairs of John R. Parker, 
the Chicago lawyer and real estate dealer 
who suddenly disappeared from Oakland, 
Cal., on Novy. 28, leads them to believe he is 
concealing his whereabouts in order to avoid 
the pressure of his creditors, who seem to 
be numerous. Parker was Secretary of the 
Kirkbeck Loan and Bullding association of 
this city, now insolvent. Following is a list 
of some of the stockholders in the concern, 
with the amount of their claims:

Until a year ago Parker bore a high repu- 
tation among his business associates for in- 
tegrity and sound judgment. At that time 
he had an office in the Tacoma Building, 
where he had been since 1891. Hehada fair 
practice as a lawyer and was interested im 
several real estate deals, He became Secre- 
tary of the Kirkbeck Loan and Building as- 
sociation in 1802. 

He moved his office to the Merchants’ build- 
ing last May, and, according to the statement 
of Wallace Heckmarf, an attorney in the 
building, he was daily besieged by creditors. 
He fell behind in his rent and disposed of 
nearly all his furniture. 

In July he went to Batesville, Miss., where 
he became interested in the White Oak Lum- 
ber company of that city. According to the 
letters he wrote to his acquaintances in Chi- 
cago the mill was doing a businese of $100 
a day and he was on the highway to fortune. 
Hie is also said to have written letters to 
the small stockholders in the Kirkbeck asso- 
ciation urging them te be patient and he 
would make a settlement in full in due time. 
Many of those who had put into his hands 
the savings of their meager earnings were 
colored people. They had been promised 
that by paying the association at the rate 
of 50 cents a month they would receive double 
their money in eight years. 

Charles L. Boyd was appointed receiver of 
the association last month at the suit of A. 
H. Garrett, but as the books and papers of 
the association seem to have disappeared 
with the missing secretary, the receiver is 
unable to tell just what the assets and la- 
bilities of the concern are. 

Parker's first connection with the associa- 
tion was soon after its organization in 1889. 
He was then its attorney. The names of 
James Potter and James W. Naylor appear 
on the stock certificates issued that year as 
President and Secretary. Certificates is- 
sued in 1892 and 1893, which are now in the 
possession of Attorney G. L. Kuebler, who 
represents the small stockholders, bear the 
signature of William H. Petee as President 
and John R. Parker as Secretary. 

At the time of the World's Fair Parker was 
said to be worth in the neighborhood of 
$50,000. He was a heavy holder of real estate 
on the South Side and associated with 
William C. Bliss, who now lives in Niles, 
Mich., as builders and contractors. Bliss, it 
is said, was a director of the Kirkbeck as- 
sociation. When he and Parker dissolved 
partnership Bliss claimed that Parker was 
in arrears to him to the amount of $8,000. 


OLD HERMIT OF HAMLET 
ISLAND GOES BACK TO 
HIS LONESOME DOMAIN. 


C. p. Witherow Says He Has Govern- 
ment Permission to Occupy His Lit- 
tie Isle in Kankakee River—To Fight 
Those Who Had Him Ejected.

Kankakee, III., Dec. 24.—I[ Special Corre- 
spondence.]—C. B. Witherow, who occupied 
Hamlet Island in the Kankakee River until 
several days ago, when he was ejected by the 
legal action of the owner of the farm oppo- 
site the island on the mainland, has returned 
to his island dugout. 

He states he has full permission of the 
government to occupy the island as cus- 
todian. 

He claims by homestead right the half of 
section 15, town 30, range 13, west, which in- 
cludes all the famous island, all of the main- 
land farm, and portions of the farms of two 
others. 

The old warrior proposes to oust the farm 
owner in retaliation. 

Witherow asserts that the land he now 
claims was deeded in 1832 to Michiwa, 
adopted daughter of Pitechew, a Pottawat- 
omie chief. The Indian maiden, in the ab- 
sence of a Captain John Smith, died a single 
woman, and the land reverted to the govern- 
ment. If such is the case his mainland ene- 
my has no legal claim to the farm, and Mr. 
Witherow claims it under the homestead 


law. 

Mr. Witherow also contends that the 1,280 
acres, which includes the adjoining village 
of Waldron, is liable to be taken up almost 
any time by the heirs of an Indian squaw, to 
whom the land was deeded in 18387. The 
deed ran to the Indian woman and her heits. 
The Indian is dead many years, but her 
heirs are presumed to be wandering about 
the country, possibly waiting until Edwin 
Gould locates his match factory on the land 
in question.

In 1891 interest was 
revived and through the efforts of veteran 
societies and private parties nearly $3,000 was 
secured, or promised, to complete the fund of 
$6,000 desired to build the monument. Con- 
tracts were about to be let when the matter 
Was suddenly dropped. It was not until last 
year that the plan was again revived. 

An Executive committee, composed of G. 
R. Lyon, chairman; C. A. Partridge, B. L. 
Flagg. J. R. Beacher, and Arthur Cooke, 
was empowered to select a design and erect 
the monument. From thirty designs sub- 
mitted that of A. D. Ordway of Battle Creek,

Colorado’s Governor Challenges Silver 
Leader for the Affections of the De- 
mocracy in the West by Direct Sup- 
port of Republican Administration. 


Denver, Colo., Dec. 24,—[Speciai.J— 
coming campaign with W. J. Bryan, and 
from the tone of his letter the admirers of 
the lost cause of Populism in Colorado 
think the late Governor is likely to run a 
strorg opposition to the silver leader in the 
affections of the West.

WORK OF FISH COMMISSION. 


Millions of Fish Carried in Aquarium 
Cars During the Year and Many 
\ Streams Stocked. 


Quincy, III., Dec. 24.—[Special Correspon- 
ence. I—The four government fish cars, one 
of which has been distributing from this 
point, are finishing up an enormous business 
for the first half of the fiscal year. Colonel 
8. P. Bartlett, who is superintendent of tre 
United States Fish commission and is also 
Fish Commissioner for the State of Illinois, 
has his office here, and is enthusiastic over 
the amount of work doné in stocking streams 
and lakes all over the country from Maine to 
California, Car No. 2 recently made a trip 
through Oklahoma, and is now in Texas. 

Much of the work of the summer has been 
done in connection with the fish hatchiag 
station at Meredosia, near this city, and also 
from the government trout pond at Man- 
chester, Ia. Each time a ear leaves here it 
takes away from 75,000 to 100,000 yearling 
black bass. These are distributed according 
to a route arranged in Washington from ap- 
plications made to the United States com- 
mission. Car No. 8, which has been working 
from this point nearly all of the last summer, 
has made four trips South, one as far as 
Mobile and one to Cleveland, O., and Wheel- 
ing, W. Va. | 

The four cars have taken a half million 
trout from the pond at Manchester. An im- 
mense amount of work is involved and a 
large amount of money spent in this distribu- 
tion. Congress appropriates for the pur- 
pose about $400,000 annually. Applications 
come in by the thousand, but no fish are de- 
livered until after a statement giving the 
character of the stream is received. This 
precaution prevents the stocking of a stream 
with a character of fish which will not live 
or thrive well in it. All the cars now used 


by Uncle Sam are equipped with pumping 


apparatus by which oxygen is pumped into 
the water which partly fills twenty-two 
boxes in each car. These cars were original- 
ly built to supply fresh water to the boxes, 
but this plan has been entirely abandoned 
and the use of air resorted to to keep the 
little swimmers alive during a long trip. 

Besides the government cars the State of 
Illinois has a fish boat, used for the same 
purpose, Colonel Bartlett says this is one ot 
the best appointed fish boats in the United 
States, and a wonderful amount of work has 
been accomplished with it. The results of 
fish propagation and protection are best seen 
in the lllinois River, where during the year 
ending Feb. 15, 1897, fish caught at eighteen 
points weighed 7,252,811 pounds, and sold 
for $207,687.22. This catch was made within 
the law, and the industry has become one of 
the most profitable in the State. 

The season now nearing its close has been 
a good one. Most of the Illinois River fish- 
ing is done by the Illinois Fishermen's asso- 
ciation, which operates in harmony with the 


State commission. 


JURY DOES NOT FIX THE BLAME. 


Verdict That W. P. Johnson Came to 
Death by Reason of a Frac- 
tured Skull. 


The inquest over W. P. Johnson, who was 
found in an unconscious condition under the 
viaduct of the Rock Island tracks at Fifty- 
first street on Tuesday afternoon, and who 
died early next morning, was held at the 
residence, 5914 Dearborn street, yesterday. 
The verdict was that he came to his death 
from a fracture of the skull, but the jury 
was unable to tell how the injury was re- 
ceived. 

Mrs. Johnson and her daughter Margaret 
testified at the inquest, which was held by 
Deputy Coroner Cobb, and were bitter 
against the police, who, it was claimed, had 
mistreated the man. 

Lieutenant Larkin was present at the in- 
quest, and when the verdict was rendered 
said that while it did not direct the police 
to make an investigation, yet he intended 
to do so for his own satisfaction and to 
eonvince Mrs. Johnson that the police had 
treated the man better than is usual when 
persons are brought in under like circum- 


stances.

HAS AN EXCITING FINISH IN THE 
CHRISTMAS DAY HANDICAP. 


Schorr Horse Beats McCafferty’s Hand- 


sel by a Head After a Terrific Drive 
Western Jockey Is Jealous of the 


Reputation O’Connor Is Securing— 


Debride Proves Too Fast for Time- 
maker and Others in a Sprint—Re- 
sults at Ingleside. 


New Orleans, La., Dec. 24.—[{Special.J— 
Jockey Tom Burns today regained consider- 
able of his lost prestige by landing Macy 
winner of the Christmas Handicap in one of 
the most sensational finishes ever seen at 


the track. 


Burns was nettled by the ovation given 
O’Connor for his rides on Debride, Village 
Pride, and Clay Poynter in the first three 
races, and he displayed such ill temper at 
the post that he accumulated $35 worth of 
fines and was suspended for a week for 
persistent disobedience. Macy was the top 
weight, being in at 117 pounds, and at the 
opening shared favoritism with McCafferty’s 
pair, Handsel and Loiterer, who carried 110 
pounds each. McCafferty’s entry, however, 
received the heaviest support and went to 
the post at 8 to 5, while Macy had receded 
to 5 to 2. 

Loiterer’s business in the race was to make 
the pace for Handsel, and he went to the 
front as soon as he could find an opening, 
showing the way to the three-quarters, with 
Belle of Memphis chasing him. Macy was 
carried wide on the stretch turn and had 
considerable ground to make up when the 
field swung into the backstretch. Belle of 
Memphis was jostled on the stretch, tired, 
and dropped back a couple of lengths. 
Loiterer hung on remarkably well and Hand- 
sel was unable to get up. Under a hard 
drive for the last quarter, Macy got to 
Loiterer in the last jump and won by a head. 

The finish created considerable excitement 
and Burns was hailed as a hero for getting 
his horse up in time, but the fact is Loiterer 
and the others were stopping. Coombs de- 
serves as much credit for getting all he did 
out of Lolterer, who does not like a mile 
and was expected to quit after carrying the 
field at a fast clip to the three-quarters. 
Belle of Memphis recovered in time to beat 
Handset by a neck for third place. Forbush, 
who was backed, with O’Connor up, at 3 to 
1, quit after running half a mile. 

‘This was O’Connor’s fourth ‘mount of the 

day. He was first with Debride in the open- 
ing dash of six furlongs, in which Time- 
maker, with Burns up, received the strongest 
of the play. Debride won so easily that the 
midget had a hard time pulling him up. 
The Western 2-year-old sprinting wender, 
Frank Bell, with all of his 122 pounds, wasa 
1 to 2 favorite in the five-furlong handicap 
for 2-year-olds, but Village Pride, under 
O’Connor’s inspiration, beat him out by half 
a length, Gold Fox finishing third. 
Clay Poynter was favorite in the mile and 
three-eighths selling, but he no more than 
shared the play with Milwaukee and Mariti.

Evidences of a deep interest in the amateur 
championships of the central States, which 
are to be contested at Milwaukee on Jan. 
28, are increasing. Apparently the removal 
of the registration bugaboo and the re- 
union of good feeling between the college 
amateurs and those amateur athletes who 
are not in college, are coming hand in hand 
just in time to help the Milwaukee meet, and 
as there has been a lethargic regard for 
events of this kind for a year or more the 
time for a reaction is ripe and it seems to 
have come. ‘There is every indication that 
the Milwaukee competitions will be full 
of interest and the entries large. 

Dad Moulton, one of the best known 
of the Western trainers, at present in 
charge of the First Regiment Athletic club, 
expects a great meet at Milwaukee. Al- 
though not particularly enthusiastic over 
the prospects of his own team, Mr. Moulton 
thinks there will be a big number of ama- 
teurs of good class at the Cream City. 

Trainer Moulton said yesterday: 

Professor Stagg should carry off the 
honors, as he has a strong aggregation of 
track and field men, and some fine new mate- 
rial. lenvy the professor his chance on the 
Western intercollegiate championships next 
spring. The athletic department of the Chi- 
cago University is surely growing stronger 
each year. 

Wisconsin should make a good showing, 
but in order to hold its old-time prestige 
will have to look well to a competent coach 
in track athletics and a conditioner as well. 
It seldom happens that a good coach is a 
good conditioner, and the two must come 
together to make a win of it. In order to 
make athletics at any university a success 
“a man should have more than one season 
of three months in which to work, for in 
that time he has just taught his men and 
got them fairly in line, and all young 
athletes improve for three or four years. 
And the man that brings to the front a fairly 
good man this season starts a champion for 
some one else to get a reputation on. 

I could call to notice a few such men in 
my own experience—men whom I made good 
enough for’ Eastern colleges and clubs to 
gobble up and then they forgot their reputa- 
tion made at home. In fact, little atten- 
tion is paid to our men in the East. They 
even go so far as to pick out our football 
men and criticise their work without seeing 
them play. Now, I am aware that we are 
behind somewhat in athletics. One reason 
is nearly all our good men go East, where 
athletics are supported, not frowned on. 
Besides, they have tracks to work on and 
money to hire trainers and keep them. In 
some places in the West it takes the trainer 
all his time to look out for his salary in 
order to be able to pay his board bills. It 
is hard to convince the faculty that athletics 
is one of the best advertising methods 
known. 

„In the Milwaukee meet the First Regi- 
ment track team will be represented by as 
many as can be got out, but those who were 
athletically inclined seem to have lost in- 
terest since their return from Cuba. Dr. 
G. K. Herman, President of the athletic 
club, is doing all he can to work up interest, 
and I am on hand afternoons and evenings 
ready for work, and all members are invited 
to come out and work. 

„ learn Ripon (Wis.) has a new athletic 
club and is to be represented at Milwaukee. 
There is some good material there, to 
my personal knowledge. Several of the 
University of Wisconsin’s best men belong 
in Milwaukee and so should take part in the 
games. All in all, they should be the most 
successfui ever held in the West and some 
new indodr records should be established.“

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The new clubhouse of the Edgewater Sad- 
dle and Cycle club, Jarvis Hunt, architect, 
is being built on property belonging to the 
chub at Sheridan road and Foster avenue. 
The property is about five acres in extent, 
running to Lake Michigan, wooded, and 
picturesque, and om which tennis courtsand 
golf links are being laid out and a large 
variety of trees planted. 

The new club building will be similar in 
design to the old one, which is at Ardmore 
avenue, about half @ mile north of the new 
location. The exterior is shingled, with a 
rambling and picturesque effect. Guests 
enter a large living-room, 25x40 feet, on the 
east side of which is a generous fireplace 
with broad seats and quaint diamond-paned 
windows from which a view is had of the 


approach to the club and the tennis courta. 
On the east side of the building large French 
windows open on a broad piazza, which 
reaches around the house on the south, then 
over the bridge to the rotunda. Beyond the 
piazza is a flagged terrace which swells 
gracefully from the bank, commanding a 
view of Lake Michigan on the north, south, 
and east. 

North of the living-room is an angle nook, 
25x14 feet, with large fireplace and seats, 
also the entrance to the kitchen and the 
office. The finish of the interior is a sh-n- 
gled dado with the studding and ceiling 
beams apparent and the walls plastered be- 
tweem In the basement, or entrance part 
of the club, is a large bicycle-room, toliet 
and locker rooms, and storerooms. The rear 


and kitchen are so arranged that the wait- 
ers may serve rapidly to either the clubroom 
or the piazza. 

A new boathouse will be built to accommo- 
date the large fleet of sailboats belonging 
to the members of the.club. One of the 
faults of the old location was that it did not 
afford sufficient frontage on Lake Michi- 
gan for the yachts. 

The new tract has a frontage on the lake 
of from 500 to 600 feet. The Saddle and 
Cycle club paid $60,000 for the land in Sep- 
tember, it being selected after careful in- 
vestigation as the best available site that 
could be found.

Washington, D. C., Dec. 24.—A report on | 
the French development of wireless teleg- 
raphy is submitted to the State department 
by Commercial Agent Atwell at Roubaix. 
Mr. Atwell quotes a French scientific paper, 
giving briefly the progress of wireless elec- 
trical transnmiission since the discovery of 
the Hertz waves in 1889. Practical work in 
this Hine is now being done by M. Ducretet 
in his Paris laboratory., where he bas in suc- 
cessful operation a wireless telegraphic 
plant, sending messages four kilometers 
(2.48 miles). The success of M. Ducretet’s 
depends upon the use of a special radio- 
conductor generally known in this country 
as the Branly tube. This takes the place 
of the soft iron magnet in an ordinary tele- 
graphic instrument. The special receiver is 
connected with an ordinary Morse sounder, 
and is operated from the distant sending sta- 
tion without any other conductor than the 
atmosphere.

Some of them are 
skilled in the art of tailoring; others chiefly 
attend to the buttons; others have altera- 
tions and repairs under their special charge. 
The strictest economy is observed in the 
whole of this department, The Emperor 
has his coats of arms refurbished three or 
four times and has his collars and cuffs re- 
newed. With regard to the plain clothes 
the keeper of the wardrobe is not less par- 
ticular. It must be said that while William 
spends comparatively Uttle money on his 
own personal wants he no experse 
when it is a question of court fétes and of 
presents to foreign royalties. 
Naturally, William II. likes to be photo- 
graphed, and to cheer the éyes of his sub- 
jects and the world at large with counterfeit 
presentments of his varied habiliments and 
regalia Mr. Russell, the English photogra- 
pher before whose camera the royalty of 
many nations have posed, furnishes some 
amusing details as to the Emperor’s char- 
actéristics as a sitter. He was espectaily 
struck by the rapidity with which the Em- 
peror changed his uniform.

KANSAS POPULISTS

Propose to Tax Insurance Companies, to 
Put Most of Appoititive Offices Under 
Civil Service, to Fix Telegraph Rates, 
and Do Many Other Things. 


Topeka, Kas., Dec. 24.—[Special.]—The 
Populist majority of the House of Repre- 
sentatives today introduced thirty-six bills, 
many of which were of a general nature. 
One of the most important measures intro- 
duced was to tax foreign insurance com- 
panies—ihat is, all companies not organised 
in Kanégas—2 per cent per annum on all 
premiums received by thé State Superin- 
tendent of Insurance. 

‘The bill requires companies to furnish 
sworn information regarding the amount of 
premiums on or before Jan. 15 of each year 
tor year ending the preceding Dec. 31. Any 
company failing to furnish such information 
may be excluded from the State. 

Another bill was to éstablish a State Civil 


Service commission of three members, no 
two of whom shall belong to the same po- 


litical party. The bill places under civil 
service rules all managers, superintendents, 
and all employés of all State penal and 
charitable institutions and asylums, and 
teachers in public schools, colleges, and uni- 
versities, the police and fire departments in 
cities maintaining paid departments, and the 
rules may be extended at the discretion of 
the Governor to any of all appointive State, 
county, or municipal officers, except those 
which are subject to confirmation by the 
Senate or a City Council or to the heads of 
principal departments in the State or any 
city. 

hé commissioners are to assist the Gov- 

or in preparing civil service rules and 
appointing examination boards. They are 
given a secretary, who will receive a salary 
of #9500 per year, and they must maintain 
their office in the Statehouse. They re- 
ceive $5 per day for actual service and actual 
expenses. 

here are two bills to regulate telegraph 
charges. One bill makes a maximum rate 


of 20 cents for a day message of ten words. 


to points within the State and a maximum 
rate of 10 cents on a night message of the 
same length. An additional two cents per 
word can be charged on day messages on all 
in excess of ten words, and one cent addi- 
tional on night messages. 

The other bill makes a maximum rate of 
15 cents on all messages between points not 
more than 100 miles apart and five cents 
additional for each additional 100 miles. It 
also makes a press rate of one-third of a cent 
per word for day messages and one-sixth of 
a cent for night messages. 

Bills were introduced abolishing Boards of 
Police Commissioners, the State Board of 
Pardons, the State Live Stock commission, 
and the State Mine Inspector. If these bills 
are enacted into law they will embarrass 
the incoming Republican administration 

A bill was introduced prohibiting the sale 
of cigarets to minors. 

Among the other bills were: To prohibit 
the voting of bonds to railroad companies; 
to reduce telephone charges 20 per cent, to 
reduce the legal rate of interest to 6 per cent, 
to place express companies under the contro! 
of the State Board of Railroad Commissicn- 
ers, to prohibit contract convict labor, to 
prohibit garnishment of wages on heads of 
families. 

A dummy railroad law was introduced, but 
it will be supplanted on Monday by one 
which the Populist caucus ts about to agree 
upon. This bill will be along the lines sug- 
gested by Governor Leedy in his message.

Ghani was a consummate scoundrel, @ 
blackmailer employed by the Sultan to carry 
out his most nefarious schemes. During the 
Turkish occupation of Thessaly his rob- 
beries and murders among the Greek popu- 
lation were incredible. So secure did he 
feel that lately his habit was to enter @ 
shop in Constantinople, draw a revolver, 
demand that the safe be opened, and fill his 
pockets with the contents. | 

The explanation of this immunity is that 
the Sultan depends for his personal safety 
upon the Albanian regiment, which guards 
the Yildiz Kiosk. These men are always 
well paid, petted, and have no sympathy 
with the dissatisfaction so widespread 
among the Turkish population. 

Many times foreign Ambassadors have dé- 
manded the removal or punishment of 
Ghani. Evidently either these demands or 
the fact of the Ghant's arrogante had be- 
come a menace to the Sultan himself and 
rendered his removal necessary. ; 

Therefore another of the Sultan's trusted 
officiala was told to shoot him. This he 
deliberately did in a café without the slight- 
est quarrel or warning. 

He has not been arrested, and an official 
Turkish paper describes the event as a com- 
mon brawl in a tavern, making no allusion 
to the official position of either man. This 
may sound incredible, but it is a commpn- 
place event to any one who knows Turkey.

FAIR PROMISES, 


‘MEAT BILL CLAIMED NOT TO BE AN- 


TAGONISTIC TO AMERICA. 


Merely Provides Strict Inspection— 
Extensively Discussed by German 
Press—Emperor Said te Have Sug- 
gested Kuaak’s Acquittal—How His 
Majesty Spends His Christmas Hol- 
idays—Free Speech Agitation—Gen- 
eral News ot German Capital. 


Berlin, Dec. 24.—[Copyright, 1808, by the 
Associated Press. I—One of the leading rub- 
jects discussed throughout the week by the 
newspapers was the present and future re- 
lations between Germany and the United 
States, more particularly the commercial 
side of the question. 

_A high German official who has exceptional 
sources of information said: 

The reports current in the press of both 
countries on this subject are lamentably 


‘{nexact. In Washington they seem to have 


jumped to the conclusion that Germany is 
on the point of legislating specifically 
against American agricultural products, and 
they are taking the bull by the horns in or- 
der to forestall us. 

“The fact is there is no such intention 
here, least not in government circles. 
The meat inepection bill is only on the point 
of reaching the Bundesrath, which is the 
first legislative stage. Then it goes to the 
Reichstcg. So it probably will not pass, if 
at all, until the end of the session next 
spring. Even then the bill may not be found 
hit the Americans particularly. 

“On the contrary, Mr. White, the United 
States 9 at Berlin, has received 
conditional assurances the integral feature 
of the bill will be the abolition of the re- 
peated local inspections of American meats, 
of which the Americans have complained. 
The bill provides for a strict inspection. 
But it will be perfectly fair, and will be 
applied as equally to the domestic trade as 
to imported meats.” 


See German Sincerity. 

The officials of the United States Embassy 
generally express the opinion that the Ger- 
man government sincerely desires to im- 
prove its relations with the United States 
and sees indications pointing to a successful 
issue of these efforts, though the bills simul- 
taneously introduced in the House of Repre- 
sentatives and in the Senate at Washington 
foreshadowing retaliation have been re- 
ceived with a great show of indignation by 
the government and government press, while 
the Liberal and especially the commercial 
papers have unanimously expressed fears 
that the legislative action on both sides will 
culminate in a regular tariff war. 

The Vorwaerts says: 

The greed of the Agrarians has disturbed 
our relations with America for years past. 
Under the pretext of protecting the health 
of the German people the importation of 
American products has Been prevented in 
spite of the treatles.“ 

Continuing, the Vorwaerts demonstrates 
that German exports of sugar, textiles, and 
wines to the United States are worth 18,000,- 
000 marks, and says: 

As the financially weaker of the two, 
Germany will undoubtediy’be the loser. But 
the Agrarians ignore this. Provided the en- 
hanced food prices flow into their pockets, 
they snap their fingers at the hungry 
masses.’ 

The Boersen Courier, a leading commercial 
rgan, says: 

“It Is evident that the United States is 
preparing for a commercial war with Ger- 
many, which the German Agrarians seem to 
regard as a trifling matter. We hope the 
Berlin and Washington governments are 
more conscious of their responsibility. We 
tear the German export trade will have to

The Agrarians are jubilant at the prospect 
of a tariff war, which has been their dearest 
aim for years.

Baron de Rothschild Makes Generous 
Gift to Nation—Lord Iveagh Gives 
to the Poor of Dublin. | 


London, Dec. 24.—Baron de Rothschild left 
a fortune of about £2,000,000 ($10,000 000) and 
has made a generous gift to the nation by 
bequeathing to the British Museum a mag- 
nificent collection of art treasures of the 
renaissance period, and certain jewels, com- 
prising some of the most exquisite sixteenth 
century enamel and gold work and priceless 
examples of ‘weapons and armor. 

Lord Iveagh, whose munificent gift of

worth £14,000,000 ($70,000,000). He gave

BOOKS OF THE WEEK. 


No more Ls sae proof of the wonderful 
success of the new photographic color proc- 
ess has appeared than Dr. W. J. Holland's 
superb volume, The Butterfly Book 
(Doubleday & McClure). It is a volume of 
about 400 large pages for the use of amateur 
butterfly callectors, describing all the fa- 
miliar species in the United States and Can- 
ada, and picturing hundreds of them in their 
actual colors. These forty-eight colored 
plates are photographed directly from the 
butterfiles themselves, and they present 
with marvelous success the exact toges and 
exquisite shades of the originals. In connec- 
tion with the numerous text illustrations 
they show all the important American spe- 
cles of butterfiles. 

Persons who have studied this fascinating 
branch of natural history will not need to 
be told that Dr. Holland is one of the three 
leading lepidopterists in the United States, 
and that his collection of butterflies at Pitts- 
burg is the largest and most complete in ex- 
istence. The author, by the way, is Chan- 
cellor of the University of Western Penn- 
sylvania. In this book he has put his 
knowledge and his resources at the service 
of the amateur, and the new process of 
color photography has made possible the 
publication, in a $3 book, of plates that could 
hitherto be found only in W. H. Edward's 
$150 work, or in Dr. S. H. Scudder’s $75 

e book is far and away the best ular 
guide to butterfly study now in —— — It 
is admirable in its clearness, simplicity, 
practical instruction, and abyndan® fllus- 
trations. Dr. Holland has prefaced his work 
with an extensive study of the life history 
and anatomy of butterfiles, illustrated by 
cuts of larve and caterpillars in all their 
stages. Then follows a chapter of minute 
instructions. on the capture, preparation. and 
preservation of specimens. The rest of the 
book consists of the descriptions of species, 
Systematized according to their familiar ad 
genera, and accompanied with the usual key 
for finding the name of each new specimen. 

Dr. Holland’s book is one that every ama- 
teur butterfly hunter will find indispensable, 
4f only for its colored plates. Moreover, the 
author has so simplified and popularized this 
rather Intricate study that it will be a won- 
der if his book does not increase the num- 
+e of American butterfly collectors tén- 


G. F. Putnam’s Sons have tong made it a 
yearly practice to issue one of Washington 
Irving’s books in a de luxe edition, and 
they have not varied from their custom this 
year. The Pawnee edition of “ Captain 
Bonneville’s Adventures,” in two handsome 
volumes, shows all the merits of previous 
and similar works from the same house. 
Last year’s issue consisted of Astoria. 
and Irving tells in the preface to this later 
work that it was while dining at John Jacob 
Astor’s house that he met Captain Bonne- 
ville, an army Officer, hunter, and trapper, 
and became so interested in his career that 
he wrote a book on the man’s adventures 
and experiences in the far West and North- 
west. It is this book that is now reissued 
on heavy paper, with bordered pages, gilt 
top, numerous photogravure llustrations, 
and all the fine points that good publishers 
now bring to the making of a holiday gift 
book. The illustrations are gathered from 
various sources, but many of them are real- 
istic views of the wilds and plains on which 
the doughty Captain fought Indians and 
trapped bears.

IRST of all we may observe that the 
same words do not always name ex- 
actly the same things, do not always 
express the same ideas, and espe- 
clally have not always the same force 

and import in Europe and America, in 
French and in English. Archimedes,” says 
Plutarch, had such an elevated spirit and 
an intelligence so profound that he never 
condescended to leave in writing any treat- 
ise on the manner of /bullding these instru- 
ments of war, but reputing all this science 
of the invention and making of machines, as 
he did every art which had something of the 
useful in it, vile, base, and mercénary, he 
employed his talent and study in writing 
about things whose beauty and subtlety 
were in no wise mixed up with the neces- 
sary.“ I do not believe that this way of 
understanding science, which is not rare 


in Europe, is common in America. They. 


see there that science pays, and it is precise- 
ly the practical applications of science that 
they admire and to which they devote them- 
selves. Similarly, there the word rational- 
ism does not mean so much what is rational 
in the German or French acceptation of 
the term, as what is reasonable; not so 
much what is in conformitz with the prin- 
ciples of pure reason as what is in accord 
with the dictates of common sense; and not 
so much what is well connected, logical, 
and coherent, as what is according to the 
usage or, so to speak, according to the or- 
dinary intercourse among people of sound 
mind, active tendency, and good will. Sim- 
llarly again, individualism in America and 
perhaps in England, does not consist, as 
among us, in permitting oneself indulgence 
in everything except what is expressly for- 
bidden by the law, and in arrogating the 
right when one’s purpose requires it, to place 
self even above the law, but in the wish to be 
subject only to law, and to oppose it or re- 
form it, if it is possible, only within the 
limits of its provisions. 


Is not this what Archbishop Keane, form- 
erly rector of the university in Washington, 
said quite recently in a remarkable article 
in the Catholic World? In America,” he 
writes, everything originates and de- 
velops spontaneously, in accord with and 
under the influence of events; our actions 
are not regulated according to scientific 
laws: they are inspired by the teaching of 
experience; the liberty of our choice or of 
our resolves is not hampered by the con- 
straint of either traditions or prejudices; 
and whenever, in fine, our good sense is not 
disturbed by the deceptions of interest we do 
only what circumstance and necessity seem 
to us to demand. And so even when we err 
we profit by our mistakes. Tocqueville, in 
his Democratic en Amérique” and Ma- 
caulay, if I mistake not, in his well-known 
„ Essay on Bacon,“ had already said some- 
thing of the same kind. 
‘There is then a priori no cause for sur- 
prise in the fact that of all the faithful 
those who glory, and with reason, that they 
live under the freest governments are, for 
all that, those who perhaps have most favor- 
ably received the proclamation of the dogma 
of papal infallibiity. We have already seen 
some of the reasons and remarked that they 
are of an essentially practical kind. Ina 
land where, from a single sect, new ones are 
fermed daily, a fact which, if you wish, may 
be regarded as an indication of vitality, but 
which is also a source of weakness, the 
Catholics have at all times felt how much 
their prestige, their power, and authority 
were promoted by their close union with the 
oly See. 
Fame is why Father Hecker immediately 
after the Vatican council said: ‘‘ The defini- 
tion of the council completes and determines 
forever the external authority of the chureh 
against the heresies and errors of the last 
three centuries. . . It allows no doubt to 
remain concerning the authority of the lead- 
er of Christians. The followers of Döllinser 
do not see that what they pretend to de- 
sire, the renovation of the church, cannot 
be effected except through the. sovereign 
reign of the Holy Spirit, and this reign sup- 
s an entire and filial submission to the 
external divine authority.“ Some years 
later Cardinal Gibbons, in his own way, less 
mystical or more concrete, less ambitious, 
too, than that of Father Hecker, dwelt 
upon the same point. “ There is, he says, 
no independent government without some 
supreme tribunal charged with the inter- 
pretation of the laws and the settlement 
of the controversies that can at any time 
arise. Such is in Washington the Supreme 
Court of the United States. In this way 
the organization of the church is hence- 
forth compiete; and not being able, as 
Cathohcs, to have our supreme tribunal 
either in a general council, the jurisdic- 
tion of which is only extraordinary, 01 in 
the body of Bishops dispersed throughout 
the Catholic world because they could not 
easily be consulted, we have it in the head 
of the church, who is the Pope.” 


These are sound reasons, reasons that 
are practical and convincing, and, no doubt, 
when occasion demands, the Catholics of 
America will be ready with others. They, 
too, know how to handle, compare, and 
connect texts of scripture, and how to 
draw upon the common storehouse of tradi- 
tion. And if they prefer those argu- 
ments, that are more direct and I dare 
say more democratic, they have their rea- 
sons for the choice, and the principal of 
them, and they were not slow to perceive 
it, is the advantage of being able, under 
the direction of an infallible guide, to turn 
their attention and their efforts towards 
other aims and towards other virtues.” 
Indeed, if the Americans, be they Catholic 
or Protestant, are like the sketch of them 
which Mer. Keane has just drawn for us, it 
is not difficult to believe that they are 
not overfond of annoying themselves with 
metaphysics or theology; and in this re- 
spect nothing could be more summary than 
the decrees of the second plenary council of 
Baltimore, 1866, concerning, the here- 
sies, which «were there condemned, 
viz.: indifferehtism; the Unitarianism 
of Channing. and Parker, Universal- 
ism and the Transcendentalism of Em- 
erson’s disciples. I say nothing of their 
condemnation of the “abuse of mag- 
netism and splritism, for these pertain 
rather to physiology. But, no! I was wrong 
if saying that there is nothing more sum- 
mary; the décrees of the third plenary cousi- 
cil, 1881, are still more so, and consistent 
with themselves, the sixty-six Bishops who 
voted them, confined themselves on the 
question of the faith, de fide Catholica, to 
an indorsement of the decisions of the 
Vatican council and the dogmatic consti- 
tutions, dei ius and “pastor 


acternus.”’ 


But if they are unwilling to bury them- 
selves in the study ot certain questions 
or at least to treat them in any other 
than a purely historic way, if they look 
upon them as in a manner closed, and if 
they fail to see what good could come from 
opening them anew, who does not see the 
reason which they have had to rejoice at 
the proclamation of papal infallibility and 
the aid they have received from it? Some 
have pretended not to understand them 
and quite recently . it was asked in 
a spirit of irony mixed with indignation, 
which are those other aims and those 
“other virtues” that they would propose 
for Catholism. Do they perchance imagine 
that a new kind of man has sprung up on 
American Or do they perhaps 
believe that thus far the church 
has but poorly accomplished its mus- 
‘sion? No! they simply mean that 
since thotr submission to the Holy See is 
absolute; since Rome is always there to 
lead them back to the straight path when

The origin of the movement dates 

far as 1886, at the time when Mer. te 
and Mgr. Keane on arriving in Rome to pre- 
pare for the organization of the Catholic 
University at Washington were much sur- 
prised to meet there “ a delegate of the Ger- 
man Bishops and Catholics of America.“ 
He was commissioned to secure from the 
Propaganda what Mgr. Keane and Mer. Ire- 
land have happily termed “ the establish- 
ment in America of a permanent Germa D 
The Germans in Germany, always atten ive 
to and always passionately interested in 
whatever concerns the progress of their com- 
patriots even across the seas, did their best 
to advance the enterprise. And three years 
later a German deputy, Mr. Cahensly, Presi- 
dent or general secretary of the Society of 
Archangel Raphael, a society for the pro- 
tection of German emigrants, asked from 
the Pope the appointment of “ national 
Bishops for each of the nationalities of 
which the Catholic body in America is com- 
posed, he spoke of “ national Bishops,” not 
of German Bishops only, because besides the 
support of his own government he had se- 
cured for himself the support of Austria 
and Italy. The great reason which he urged 
in support of his demand and which in his 
mind was among many others calculated to 
excite the attention and solicitude of the 
Holy Father was this, that with a different 
organization the Catholic Church in the 
United States—and he furnishéd more or 
less authentic figures—instead of 10,000,000 
would have numbered 26,000,000. 


Whether or not the Catholics of 
cught to number 26,000,000, I don’t know. 
But that this partition of the American 
Catholic Church into national churches, 
Irish, German, English, French, Austrian, 
Italian, Polish, and Greek, would promote 
the general interests of Catholicism in the 
United States was not the judgment of the 
Holy Father, since, in fact, he id 
not to it. Still it was the most 
telling blow that could be aimed at the 
American church, coming as it did, so soon 
after the third Plenary Council of Baltimore 
seemed to have effected its permanent organ- 
ization. It was long charged, as we Rave 
seen, with not being “ national,” and unable 
ever to become so, since it had ita center at 
Rome. The.petition of the German Catholics 
gave a new weight to this accusation. In 
the heart of the American republic, and pre- 
cisely in their quality as Catholics, the Ger- 
mans pretended to preserve and perpetuate, 
just as in a conquered territory, not alone 
their habits and customs but their lan- 
guage and their original nationality. They 
were seen even to oppose violently every et-

Keane 
in the urgent memoire which they opposed 
in 1886 to that of the representative of the 
German Catholics,’ far from us the wish 
to exclude Germans from the American 
episcopate, but a foreign 
church will be always a drawback to re- 
Hgion: and in America we have no more 
desire for a German nationalism than for a 
French or an Irish nationalism.’’ And 
again: Every concession which the Ger- 
mans obtain will be claimed in turn by the 
French, the Bohemians, and the Poles."" . . . 
And they conclude: “ It is easy to let loose 
an approaching storm against the Catholic 
Church in the United States; the means are 
clear; simply make the church appear as 
the product of a European nationalism.” 
We find the same ideas and the same tone in 
a discourse made at Paris in June, 1892, by 
Mer. Ireland: If this memorial had suc- 
ceeded [he refers to the Cahensly memorial 
of 1890} the result would have been to 
make the government look with suspicion 
upon the entire episcopate, which it would 
have regarded as an army of strangers 
camped upon American soil. We have 
chosen and we wish to choose our own 
Bishops in America,. . .- 
what race they are, but are not willing to 
have them Imposed upon us by foreigners. 

„% Woe fully recognize the supreme author- 
ity of the head of the church, but we do not 
wish foreigners to imagine that we are still 
a country like the Congo, which they can 
partition off among themselves at will.“ 

And from whatever point of view the 


question be regarded the Archbishop of 


St. Paul is evidently in the right. The 
time for camping on American soil is 
past; one must dwell there and take root. 


America is a nation; it is a fatherland; and 


the Catholic Church in America cannot 
afford to be less American than it is French 
in France, German in Germany, and Span- 
ish in Spain. And, therefore, the same 
prelate recently, in addressing his people in 
the cathedral of St. Paul, just after the 
victory of Santiago, could exclaim: 

„We have the right to view with no 
slight joy the future that opens up before 
America, for we are its sons, and sons who 
give way to no one in our fidelity to America. 
In the present war there has not been @ 
single battle fought on land or sea in which 
our Catholic soldiers and-sallors have not 
exposed their Mves for America. And in the 
greater number of our States statistics 
show that in proportion to their number the 
Cathokes have furnished more than their 
contingent for the defense of America. 
And for a truth, the sincerity of one’s re- 
ligious convictions has never lessened the 
warmth of his patriotism, nor the warmth 
of his patriotism the sincerity of his religious 
convictions.”’ 

And if this be the lesson which history 
teaches, how much more evident is not its 
application there, where, as in the United 
States, the strength of the church is above 
all in its solidarity, and we can undersfand 
how the necessity of this solidarity and the 
requirements of the work common to all and, 
finally, even the blending of religion and 
patriotism all contribute to control what- 
ever excess there might be in the indtvid- 
ualism of some American Catholics. The 
typical life,” said Father Hecker, in hisown 
style. which has not always the precision 
one might wish, “ shows us the alliance pos- 
sible between the individual and the Hfe of 
the community.” 

He added: This is the ideal of the United 
States in the political order.“ And this trait 
completes the American character such as 
it was delineated last year at the Catholic 
Congress of Fribourg by Mgr. O'Connell, 
the former rector of the American College 
at Rome. To be sincere, I do not know if 
the analogies between Catholicism and the 
constitution of the United States are so 
numerous, the points of contact so strik- 
ing, or the relations so providential as 
some Americans seem to believe. Much 
might be said on this matter. What at any 
rate is certain is that in a country like 


America, so new and 8e vast, where as yet 


the land has scarcely been wholly occupied, 
where the American people has searcely be- 
gun to free itself from the admixture of so 
many races and conditions, and, in fine, in 
a land where historic traditions do not go 


back further than 150 years, the essential 


elements in the idea of a fatherland can 
scarcely group themselves and be made, in 
a way, concrete and well ordered except it 
be in relation to the constitution. The con- 
stitution of the United States! Behold 
here not only the federal bond but what can 


pe called the mystic bond of the American 


fatherland: and even in America I do not 
believe that any one has better understood 
this than the Catholic Church. It has been 
said: “Men feeb that they are bound to- 
getter by strong ties when they can reflect 
that the same land which has given them 
birth and nourished them while living will 
receive them into its bosom when they will 
be dead. And the Americans will some 
day expertence this same sentiment, but 
meanwhile what this mysterious love of our 
native land is for us their ideal respect for 
the law is for them, and for them the law— 
I use the words of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence—is the expression of the inalien- 
able rights which “ man has received from 
his Creator.” | * 

What reasons could the Catholics of Amer- 
ica have to reject this formula? They see 
in their constitution the solemn declara- 
tion of the dignity which the Creator has 
conferred upon his creature.“ It is in the 
shelter of this constitution that the church 
has been able to grow so quickly; it is by 
showing themselves to be the most scrupu- 
lous observers of this constitution that they 
have triumphed over the prejudices of their 
compatriots. Why may they not expect 
from this same policy as much fryit in the 
future as they have gathered from it in the 
past? And in what does this policy bear 
likeness to that lberaliem”’ the funda- 
mental principle of which was precisely the 
separation of the domain of man from that

Neither is there any reason why they 
should find repugnant whatever there is of 
the truly democratic in the constitution or 
in the ways of their country; for, as Car- 
dinal Gibbon# has said, Of all the titles

of its beliefs, it allows to its members all thb 


liberty which these beliefs permit, and it 
never interferes in any question except in 
the name of these beliefs, to insure reapect 
tor them and to safeguard their integrity 
In other words, somewhat familiar but pro- 
portionately more expressive, it does not 
mix itself up as a church with matters that 
do not concern it, and in case of error as to 
what concerns it it seeks a decision from 
the wisdom of the father of the faithful. 
In this way its tendency towards socialism 
has found in the faith the limits which its 
individualism has found there; and just as 
of its individualism there remains noth 
but a little more independence, activity, and 
fearlessness, so of its socialism there re 
mains nothing but a truly popular character 
in the church. Is it wrong, then, for it to be- 
lieve sometimes that by reason of this double 
title it is the Initiator of a new era? 


— 

As a matter of fact the American church 
does believe this; and there is some reason 
for the reproaches made against it from 
more than one quarter, though they pro- 
ceed from different motives and sometimes 
are mixed up with some fll feeling, re 
preaches that it desires to advance tog 
quickly; that it is if not too modern at least 
that it wishes to establish its local and spe 
cial practices as maxims of the universal 
church too prematurely. 

“As for us Americans,“ recently wrote 
Mgr. Keane, we believe in the simplicity 
of our hearts that we cannot sympathize 
too deeply with the ideas of the age in which 
Providence has placed us. «But the 
Europeans, they start from the principle 
that the ideas of the age are essentially 
Voltairian, impious, anti-Christian. And it 
is in vain that we say that in America it is 
not so; that anti-Christian, impious, and 
Voltairian ideas have no part in the composi- 
tion of the American spirit; that we are « 
far removed from all anti-Christian propa- 
gandism as we are m the horrors of the 
French revolution; but all to no purpose, for 
answer we receive nothing but an*incredy- 
lous smile.” And this, Monsignor, is it not 
due to the fact that in Europe these modern 
ideas have not as yet been freed from the 
dangers connected with them, either in con- 
sequence of their origin or the uses to which 
they have been put? For an American noth- 
ing is easier than to forget or not te know 
how Voltaire understood “ liberty,’ for ex. 
ample, and Robespierre fraternity; bag 
we here in Europe, we cannot forget &. 
Americans are the offspring of their times; . 
many among us here in Europe, and not the 
least nor the worst among us, are but the 
victims of our times. We cannot ake 
undone what has been done, nor entity 
free the present from the hold of thépast... 
And if certain problems, which for us are 

‘weighted, embarrassed, obscured by history, 
present themselves in America as questions 
altogether new, so to speak, we with all our 
heart felicitate America—and not without 
envy—but as for us we cannot, in order to 
solve them better, begin by changing dem 
in separating them from their antecedents; 
and if we could no one, not even the church, 
would gain thereby. It is necessary to have 
premised this before coming to the lessons 
which we can learn, which we should learn 
from the marvelous growth of Catholicism 
in the United States. * 

By the fact that it is freed from restram 
the church in America is a missionary 
church. “ Her motto is ‘Onward! ” writes 
Cardinal Gibbons. Not less careful than ia 
Europe to keep and cultivate what she él- 
ready has, the church in America desires to 
extend her limits further still and acqtire 
new domains. No ambition is more gen- 
erous, more noble, and for the last hundred 
years none has been better repaid. It can- 
not be praised too much nor too much en- 
couraged. But whether the means which 
have proved to be good in America are the 
same elsewhere, or whether they will de so 
always and everywhere, is a different ques- 
tion, and one that needs to be more closely 
examined.

No official congratulations are exchanged 
between the reigning houses today. These 
compliments are reserved for the New Year.

as the foreign diplomats accredited to his 
government, for the purpose of accepting 
their good wishes for the New Year. 

Foreign sovereigns often avail themselves 
of these New Year receptions to indicate 
their foreign policy, and as an instance in 
point I need merely recall the remarks 
which Napoleon III. addressed to the Aus- 
trian Ambassador in response to the latter's 
Year's congratulations in 
marks which were of so menacing a charac- 
ter, and so thoroughly indicative of the out- 
break of hostilities which was to follow a 
few weeks afterwards that A panic on the 
money markets of Paris and other European 
capitals took place on the following day.

ason or other no notice is taken 
of the New Year, officially speaking, in Eng- 
land. There are no court receptions on that 
day nor any interchange of official visits. 
There is no religious service, and, in fact, 
New Year's day is not even considered in 
the fight of a public holiday, banks and pub- 
lic institutions being open as usual, except 
when the first of the year falls on Sunday. 
In fact, no greater contrast can be conceived 
than London with all its people going about 
their business and occupations in the ordi- 
nary manner on New Year’s day, and the 
continental capitals, their streets thronged 
with the citizens in holiday attire, and with 
officials and dignitaries gorgeous in their 
uniforms and robes. 

In olden times Epiphany used to be cele- 
brated with extraordinary pomp and cere- 
mony at all the European courts. But the 
festival no longer enjoys any of its former 
importance save at Rome among the lower “ 
classes, by whom it has been retained as the 
principal ‘holiday of the year, while in Lon- 
don one may still witness on Epiphany day 
in the Chapel Royal, St. James’, a quaint 
survival of medieval times. 

Ushers-in-waiting to the Queen in full 
uniform march up to the altar rails during 
the course of divine service and present 
frankincense and myrrh in gold, or, rather, 
The offering is made in 
behalf of the Queen, and is designed to recall 
the offerings of the three wise men, or Kings 
of the East; to the Savior at Bethichem. 

Formerly these offerings were supposed to 
be accompanied by a considerable sum of 
money in gold; I think it was about 100 
guineas.

Prince Albert, the Queen’s husband, having

VER $550,000,000 has been added to the 
corporate capital of Chicago in eight 
years by thirty-two companies. Five 
companies formed within the last 

@ighteen months are authorized to 

issue more than $350,000,000 of the gigantic 

total given.and have proceeded to issue 
within $100,000,000 of that limit. Scarcely 
more than half a dozen individuals have 
promoted the bulk of the issues, which are 
in stock and bonds, nearly all of ft having 

an active market quotation. . 

Among the few individuals responsible for 

a great part of the total C. T. Yerkes is 

prominent, The North Chicago Street rail- 

road, which he organized in 1886, carries 
within itself the old North Chicago City 

Railway company with a stock and bond 

The West Chicago Street railroad, 

organized a year later, includes the old Chi-

total capitalization of the whole group of 
roads in both divisions in 1890 was $33,440,- 

000. Since 1898 the stock and bonds of the 

West Chicago Street railroad have been 

added to by $17,189,000, the securities of the 

North Side road by $5,441,000, and of the 

rest an amount which brings the whole up 

to a total of $50,270,000, or an increase of 

525.880.000. 

But this isn’t all. Here is a list of new

South Chicago a Contributor, 


The South Chicago City railway company, 
though incorporated a year or se earlier, 
might be included in the group which has an 
authorised capitalization in stocks and 
bonds amounting to 629. 000,000. In 1890 the 
capitalization of the Chicago City railway 
was $0,500,000. In the spring of 1800 it was 
$16,619,500, an increase of $7,119,500, and the 
company is about to add to this. 

The Yerkes original roads and their con- 
stituents and the City railway and the other 
roads mentioned have thus contributed over 
$80,000,000 in increased capitalization in 
eight years. This, however, is not all the in- 
crease in the number and amount of stocks 
and bonds that have come from transporta- 
tion companies. The elevated roads were 
not built in 1890. Only one was seriously 
projected. The Northwestern may be left 
out of consideration, for its capital is uncer- 
tain, and, besides, it isn't built. Of the other 
elevated roads, two have gone through re- 
ceiverships and have had their capitalization 
sharply scaled down, and the third is now 
undergoing the same operation.. Yet their 
capitalization and that of the Union Loop 
company reaches the total of $64,979,450 in 
stocks and bonds. So the whole increase in 
the capitalization of transportation com- 
panies in eight years reaches the staggering 
total of 3183.000000 in round numbers. 

Vast as the sum is, it is cast in the shade 
by the contribution to securities made as the 
result of consolidations. The merging of 
half a dozen or so glucose plants into the 
Glucose company has been made the basis 
for an issue of $14,000,000 of preferred and 
$26,000,000 of common stock. The National 
Biscuit company, made up of 150 bakeries, 
has a capital of $25,000,000 of preferred and 
$30,000,000 of common stock. The yet un- 
named tinplate trust is capitalized at $50,- 
000,000, divided into $20,000,000 preferred and 
$30,000,000 common. The huge Federal Steel 
company formed last summer, with most of 


its property located in Chicago, is authorézed 


to issue $200,000,000 of stock, and has put out 
nearly half of ft, and the wire nail trust com- 
pleted a little earlier has $24,000,000 of cap- 


ital. 
Showing Is Significant. 


Here is a total of over $360,000,000 of se- 
curities created in less than eighteen 
months. To the grand total of these securi- 
ties and those previously mentioned should 
be added the aggregate of $20,433,900, added 
to the stocks and bonds of the Chicago and 
the Central Union Telephone companies, the 
Chicago Edison company, and the Diamond 
Match company in less than six years, and 
also $2,000,000 bonds and the other secur- 


the $5,000,000 stock of the Ogden Gas com- 
pany. Finally the whole Increase might be 
further swelled by running down the list 
of other companies whose securities are list- 
ed on the Stock Exchange, for a number of 
them have added to their capital. 

The mass of mortgage bonds, income 
bonds, and debenture bonds, certificates of 
indebtedness, and common and preferred 
stock represents a sum the vastness of which 
is poorly conveyed to the mind by its mere 
expression in figures. The reams and stacks 
and bundies of securities involved would 
probably fill a large freight car, packed 
tightly. Nobody denies the presence of wa- 
ter. The common stock of the industrial 
issues of the last year and a half was just 
thrown in, one share for each share of pre- 
ferred paid for. But preferred or common, 
debenture or mortgage, nearly every secur- 
ity has a market value. Some are at high 
premiums and are eagerly bid for, and most 
of the “industrial consolidation” stocks 
have brought fortune to the men who cre- 
ated them larger and quicker than was 
ever dreamed of by the Persian chronicler 
who gave the world the story of Aladdin and 


his lamp. 


Choir Boys Poorly Paid. 

According to a musical person who ought 
to know, church choirs New York are 
poorly paid, if paid at all. The best paid 
soprano, he says, sings in one of the Fifth 
avenue churches. She gets $50 a week. 
The average annual salary of a first-class 
soprano in a rich choir is from $800 to $1,200; 
tenors, from $800 to $1,200; contraltos, from 
$600-to $1,000; and bassos, from $400 to $800.

DECRIES CORRUPTION. 
proper Use of Money in Po- f 
litical Contests. 


Manchester, N. H., Dec, 24.—Senator Will- 
lam E. Chandler has addressed a letter to 
the Union upon the “ growth and use of 
money in politics in New Hampshire—shall 
it increase or stop.” Mr, Chandler reviews 
the history of elections New Hampshire 
since 1852. Coming do to a later period 
he says: 

“But in 1882 a new system of politics 
came into existence in New Hampshire. For 
the first time in the history of the Repyb- 
can party large sums cf money were ex- 
pended by rival candidates in the struggle 
for the party nomination for Governor. 

„ Samuel W. Hale of Keene carried on his 
money canvass through an exceedingly comer 
petent and energetic manager, employed for 
that purpose. The expenditures are believed 
to have been equaled by those of the rival 
candidates, although Mr. Hale became the 
party nominee for Governor. 
“The evil feelings created by this la- 
mentable struggle for the nomination made 
the contest before the people a doubtful one, 
and further large sums of money were dis- 
bursed under the charge of Mr. Hale’s man- 
ager, who had become the chairman of the 
Republican State committee, with the result 
that Mr. Hale was elected by the small ma- 
jority of 517. 
From and after the notable events in the 
notorious contest for the nomination and 
election of 1882 the system of large money 
expenditures in politics in New Hampshire 
took its rise and became permanent. Mr. 
Hale’s former opponent, Mr. Currier, was, 
however, nominated without expenditures 
in 1884, but large sums were expended in the 
Congressional contest, although Mr. Currier 
was 558 majority.

* g. Sargent, the Chicago contract- 

or, who disappeared from his home in 
September, a sufferer from embolism? 

Is he, forgetful of friends and of family, 

a wanderer upon the face of the earth, 
‘ana @estined some day in the future to 
awaken from his mental stupor with his fac- 
ulties unimpaired, save that the last remem- 
brance which comes into his awakened mind 
is that of the hour and the minute when he 
Was lost to the sight of his loved ones? 

Embolism is recognized by physicians as 2 
disease of good standing.“ It was at one 
time rather scoffed at, but in recent years the 
multiplicity of well established cases has 
given it a fixed position among men’s all- 
ments. Briefly defined, embolism is simply 
@ case of suspended animation of the 
mind. A man disappears from sight as com - 
pletely as did the Roman Curtius when the 
forum yawned and swallowed him up. The 
man has an attack of embolism. From the 

ment of his disappearance he wanders 
about like an automaton. One unvarying 
symptom of the disease, however, is that the 
victim seeks the society of strangers. He 
talks naturally, and there is nothing about 
his condition which excites comment. He 
remembers on Wednesday what he did on 
Tuesday, but everything of his life prior to 
his leaving home seems blotted out. Then 
comes the change, swift and sudden. Thurs- 
day morning he awakes. He may be in the 
Same room that he has occupied for a week, 
yet his first thought is, Where am I?“ The 
trans formation has come during the sleeping 
hours of the night, and the last picture that 
the mind sees is the home in some distant 
place, and the last sound that dwells in the 
ear is the click of the latch as the gate closed 
behind the wanderer at the moment of his 
disappearance. This is embolism. The victim 
goes back home—it may be a thousand miles 
away—and takes up the thread of life where 
he had cut ft. Physicians try to explain the 
condition, but find it hard work. The sufferer 
simply knows that it is a fact, and he must 
let it go at that. 

There are twenty-five cases of disappear- 
ance on an average reported to the police of 
Chicago every day in the year. In ninety 
per cent of these cases the police never re- 
ceive anything but the first report. The 
men who have disappeared get sober, return 
home, and the family is ashamed to report 
his reappearance. The disappearing women 
get over the sulks and return to their fam- 
ilies for forgiveness. The 10 per cent of real 
disappearances is made up of suicides, vic- 
tims of embolism and of the n, and of 
‘those whose fate is never determined. Of 
this latter class there are thousands who dis- 
appear from the great population centers of 
the world yearly with no apparent reason 
for their going, with clear records and hon- 
orable lives behind them, and with the pros- 
pects of a golden future before them. It is 
the belief of the medically wise that in the 
majority of cases these people are the vic- 
tims of temporary brain paralysis or em- 
bolism, and that those who come out of the 
state and are restored to their families are 
in the small minority, while the majority, 
walking as those in a dream, go blindly to 
their death. 


At a Loss for Explanations. 


There is no known reason why George S. 
Sargent, the. wealthy and prominent busi- 
ness-man. should have wished to disappear. 
His family is in a state of prostration under 
the awful uncertainty of his fate. There Is 
a firm belief on the part of his wife that 
Mr. Sargent is suffering from some form of 
the trouble which it has just been attempted 
to describe. The contractor has lived in 
Chicago for a quarter of à century. He is 
the brother-in-law of the Deputy Commis- 
sioner of Public Works; Andrew J. Toolen. 
He had a fine business, a comfortable prop- 
erty, and happy family relations. At Bata- 
via, III., he had a country home, and it was 
there that he was last seen by his family. 
Some one who knew him met him in Aurora 
on the day that he had left his Batavia 
home. Since then George 8. Sargent has 
passed out of the sight and knowledge of 
man. In the search for him the detective 
forces of all the great cities have been em- 
ployed and the graves of recently buried 
unknown men in different parts of the 
country have been opened in the thought 
that the interred remains might be those of 
the missing contractor. If he be suffering 
from embolism and be still living it is prob- 

le that he will be found either in some re- 
ote corner of the United States or in some 
foreign land, The chances are that if he be 
thus wandering that he will find himself.” 
and some morning there will come clicking 
the cable message saying, I am here, but 
don’t know how I came here. I am coming 
most noted case of absolute di - 
ance with which Chicago N 
hed to deal was that of Harry W. Hipwell, 
son of W. O. Hipwell, assistant cashier of 
the Union National Bank. The finest de- 
tective services in the United States were 
employed to find young Hipwell. Thou- 
sands of dollars were spent by his devoted 
parents in the effort to find him, but the 
police and the detectives in a year's work 

Der found as much as a thread of a clew 
as to his whereabouts. The boy was just 
about to graduate from Rush Medical Col- 
lege. His home was at Highland Park, but 
while studying In the city he boarded at 
601 West Monroe street. On the afternoon 
of Feb. 2, 1886, he worked upon his gradu- 
ating thesis leaving it upon the desk in his 
room with the last sentence unfinished as 
he went to answer the call to supper. He 
left the house immedlately after the com- 
pletion of the meal, expressing his intention 
of calling upon some cousins with whom he 
frequently passed the evening. So far as is 
known. the last persons to see and to speak 
with Harry. Hipwell were those whom he 
left that. evening at the Supper table. No 
reason could ever be assigned for this boy's 
disappearance. He was simply lost. False 
clews were followed for months. and then 
his “ going out an ever deepening 
mystery.. At the Highland Park home of 
the parents a guiding light burns nightly 
— the lost one ar-

Case of Young McNabb. 
r years after the disa 
Harry Hipwell the young 2 
official of the Unfon National Bank dropped 
completely out of sight. The boy, Clarence 
W. McNabb, was employed in a minor posi- 
tion in the bank.’ His record was of the best 
and his character irreproachable. He was 
dut 19 years old. McNabb left the bank at 
the close of the day’s work on a December 
afternoon in the year 1891. He said that he 
Was going to the Athenzum, where he was

endeavoring to trace the missing man. On 
the afternoon of his disappearance he depos- 
ited a large amount of money in a West Side 
bank, keeping enough for current expenses 
in his pocket. The receiver of the bank was 
the last of his acquaintances so far as is 
known who saw him. -Hamline was a well- 
to-do merchant, of regular and abstemious 
habits, and an unsullied reputation. In the 
St. Charles Hotel, New Orleans, Dec. 23, 
1887, Hamline waked up. He consulted the 
card nailed on the inside of his bedroom door 
and found out where he was. Then he tried 
to think, but the only thing his memory con- 
jured up was the face of the teller looking 
at him through the grating of a Chicago 
bank. Hamline found himself in the best of 
health. Physically he had not suffered an 
iota apparently from his month's lapse of 
memory. He walked in on his family on the 
afternoon of Dec. 25 and proved a most ac- 
ceptable Christmas present. Physicans ex- 
‘amined him and said: ‘*‘ Embolism, and a re- 
markable case at that. 

No less a person than Charles Randolph 
of South Evanston, long time Secretary of 
the Board of Trade, fell a vietim to the 
strange malady, embolism, which, it muy 
be, has made George S. Sargent an irrespon- 
sible Ishmaelite. On the afternoon of April 
23, 1891, Charles Randolph went to the 
Rookery Building and there signed a num- 
ber of papers for the American Fireproof 
Car company, of which he was a director. 
Those in the office noticed nothing peculiar 
in his appearance or actions, yet when he 
left their presence he started upon a career 
of 4rregular wandering, for a month his 
whereabouts being unknown to his worry- 
ing friends, and, as a matter of fact, being 
unknown to himself as well. One month 
from the day that Mr. Randolph signed the 
documents in the Rookery Building he 
picked up a newspaper in the office of a 
hotel in Portland, Ore., and there before his 
startled and now awakened vision he saw 
the statement that Charles Randolph of Chi- 
cago was missing and that his friends feared 
he was dead. Mr. Randolph's thoughts took 
form. That's my name,“ he said to him- 
self. “I’ve signed it within the hour to pa- 


pers of importance.” 
But those papers had been signed thirty 
of sorrow and 


days previous—thirty days 


of blank existen for the object of their 
solicitude. Mr. dolph telegraphed his 
Evanston friends, and the physicians had 
another case of embolism to study. 
Members of the medical fraternity never 
had a more curious case to study in the way 
of an absolute lapse of memory than that 
of Robert Schmidt, foreman of the Bruns- 
wick-Balke-Collender company, and an em- 
ployé of that firm for fifteen years. Schmidt 
lived happily with his family in Larrabee 
street. He was a total abstainer, strictly 
honest, and attentive to business. At 11 
o’clock on the morning of Nov. 11, 1891, he 
left the office, saying that he would return 
in a few minutes. He did not return, neither 
did he go to his house that day. At mid- 
night search was begun for him. The police 
were notified and detective agencies all over 
the country were instructed to look for the 
missing man. No clew to his whereabouts 
was found, and after three weeks his family 
gave him up for dead. Some time after this 
a New Orleans officer found Schmidt on the 
streets of that city. Care and rest restored 
to him his memory, which, when it came, 
told him that the last thing he had done was 
to leave hie Chicago office only a few mo- 
ments before. All that had subsequently 
happened was to him a blank of blanks. 


Disease with New Phases. 
fellow-doctors disagreed as to whether 
Dr. Clinton Cook’s 2 disappear- 
ance in the fall of 1891 would be called a 
genuine case of embolism or not. Some of 
the physicians said that it was, and that 
the peculiar things the doctor did during his 
absence was simply the manifestation of the 
disease in a new form. There was no known 
reason for Dr. Cook’s disappearance, and 
no reason was ever found. He lived at 1268 
West Madison street, was prosperous, and 
apparently happy, There was no woman in 
the case, yet Oct. 10 of the year named the 
young physician disappeared as completely 
as though he had dissolved in air. The pe- 
culiar thing the doctor did, and which was 
taken by half the physicians as a new form 
of embolism, was the careful covering up of 
his tracks. The first thing he did was to 
have his mustache and beard shaved. With 
these off it would take an intimate friend 
to recognize him. Then. he did other things 
to make it hard to trace him. He had an 
army of friends, and they left no means un- 
tried to find him. His pictures were sent 
broadcast over the land. After a long time 
and a weary search he was found in Cin- 
cinnati. His mind was apparently blank. 
He could not or would not say a word of his 
wariderings. It was certain that he, was 
partially, if temporarily, demented. He re- 
covered. On the question of embolism in 
this case the medical house is still divided 
against itself. 8 

In a grave in one of Chicago’s cemeterfes 
lies the body of a man for whose home- 
coming, it may be, a devoted family has 
watched for ycars. His name, unknown as 
it is, probably has a place in the long list 
of the missing filed away in the police ar- 
chives. This is the story: John Carroll, 
Fifty-first and State strects, Chicago, nearly 
ten years ago was working on a building at 
the Stock-Yards. The structure fell and 
killed two men who were passing. The ac- 
cident put a stop to work for the day, and 
Carroll, instead of going back to his board- 
ing-house, took a train and went down to In- 
diana to spend a week with friends. The 
two men who were kiMed were badly 
crushed. When Carroll did not appear at 
his boarding-house and the news of the ac- 
cident had reached there, the women of the 
household went and viewed the remains and 
positively identified one of the victims as 
Carroll. They were borne out in their 
identification by the foreman of the con- 
struction works. The Coroner took posses- 
sion of the supposed Carroll's effects and 
the county buried the body. One week later 
John Carroll walked into the sitting-room 
of his boarding place arid three women 
promptly fainted. Since then the question 
has been, “Who sleeps beneath the rude 
headstone marked John Carroll?” 


What Three r Men Did.

Embolism was not responsible for the dis- 
appearance 6f H. M. Hurd, a politician of 
some little local note, and it may be to 
Mr. Hurd’s credit that he never claimed an 
attack of the disease as an ‘excuse for his 
absence on an important occasion. Hurd 
was a widower who lived on West Nine- 
teenth street. He fell in love with his land- 
lady, proposed, was accepted: the day, 
Christmas, 1887, was set, and Hurd pur- 
chased the marriage license. The wedding 
guests were assembled, the clergyman was 
on hand, and the nuptial repast was spread. 
The only thing lacking to complete the hap- 
piness of the occasion was the bridegroom. 
He had disappeared, but he came back the 
next day, and with as strange an excuse for 
his non-@ppearance as ever fell from mor- 
tal lips. Hurd said that while hurrying hap- 
pily to the side of his bride, and when but a 
. block distant from the home which was to 
be theirs twain, two men had jumped from 
an alley and had chloroformed him on the 
highway. Hours later he awakened in a 
vault like chamber, where a flickering candle 
served to give the place a horror worse than 
darkness. Two masked men were at his 
side. Suddenly one of them hissed to the 
other: Tou fool, you have marked the 
wrong man.“ Then they seized the terror 
stricken Hurd, bound his hands, blindfolded 
his eyes, and carried him to a carriage. He 
was driven and driven and driven. Finally 
the horses were brought to their haunches 
with a round turn. The carriage stopped. 
suddenly. Hurd pitched forward, and then 
was pitched out. The binding and the blind- 
folding were twitchen from him, the car- 
riage was driven away with the horses at a 
gallop, and Hurd, when he could get his 
scattered senses together, found that he 
was at the corner of Randolph street and 
Michigan avenue. |

The Niger territories, which by a charter 
issued in 1886 are governed by the Royal 
Niger company under British protection, is 
the scene of much fighting. After a'little 
diplomacy and more bloodshed the Emperor 
of Sokoto, suzerain over the other Kings of 
the Niger region, gave the Royal Niger com- 
pany sovereign power over his district. The 
natives have been restive under the com- 
pany’s rule and the company has been 
busily engaged for the last three months 
in military operations in the hinterland 
of Benin. The latest news is that a month 
ago Lieutenant Wake had attacked the 
Town of Iselpatima and destroyed it, with 
a loss of seventeen men. The Town of 
Atiema was also captured. The fighting at 
Iselpatima was prolonged and severe. Both 
officers and troops are reported to have be- 
haved splendidly, charging the rifle pits 
and killing the natives who were behind 
ju-ju houses. The native losses were 150. 
At last reports Oguashi, Onitza, Alona, and 
Ibu are still defiant and the natives are

The latest report is that he had had some 
fighting with the natives. But this is a 
mere rumor. The Major is cut off from 
all communication with the world, except 
such as he may choose to establish by de- 
taching members of his own force to carry 


messages. 


TROUBLE IN THE CONGO. 

The Congo Free State, which borders 
Uganda, is the scene of a number of out- 
breaks on the part of the natives against the 
rule of the King of Belgium. A dispatch 
dated Dec. 4 from Brussels says that advices 
from the Governor of Upper Congo con- 
firm the report from Africa that fcur 
Belgian traders had been killed and eaten 
by the natives, and the Governor adds that 
the traders’ escort of thirty soldiers was 
also massacred. Another detachment of 
forty soldiers was surprised by the natives 


and all were put to death and devoured by 


the cannibals. 


Belgium has not succeeded ‘well in 


Congo. According to accounts by travelers 
her work of “ civilizing ’’ has been marked 
by many atrocities. The Rev. E. V. Sjob- 
lem, an American Baptist missionary, said 
recently: The system of trade authorized 
by the government is simply one of whole- 
gale robbery, extortion; and murder.

opposed the French advance. Their leader, 
Samory, was encountered at Tiafeses. The 
battle which ensued resulted in the capture 
by the French forces of 30,000 prisoners, in- 


with the remnant of his troops, fled to the 
mountains, and his capture was only a ques- 
tion of time. The roads, however, were so 
blocked by decomposing corpses that the 
French force was obliged to seek another 
route. The troops were assembled at Fanha, 
and at the beginning of October a successful 
attack was made upon Samory’s retreat and 
he was captured. His Lieutenants are still 
at large, and a small party of French were 
recently surprised and slaughtered. The 
French expect to have the district pacified 
in a few months. 

On the southern boundaries of Algeria the 
force sent under the command of Colonel 
Lugan is expected to meet with resistance. 
The natives there have been in revolt and 
Colonel Lugan's duty is to defeat thefn and 
establish a post there. News of the result 
of his expedition has not yet reached the 

world. 

Independent States as well as the coloniz- 
ing powers are having their, troubles in 
Africa.

TURMOIL IN ABYSSINIA. 

King Menelek, who defeated the Italians, 
now has trouble with his own Generals. Ras 
Naugascia, Governor of. Tigre, who in the 
war with Italy showed himself the ablest of 
the Vegus Generals, is now a rebel. He 
wishes to be an independent King, and, in- 
deed, is believed to aim at the deposition of 
the descendant of the Queen of Sheba from 
his throne. From time immemorial Abys-. 
sinia had been governed by a peculiar sys- 
tem of a nominal Emperor over the whole 
territory, while the real power was exercised 
by the separate Governors of the provinces, 
each of whom, called Ras,“ had absolute 
authority over his territory, his only service 
to the Emperor being an occasional presen- 
tation of gifts and supporting him in time of 
war. These chiefs have often gone to war 
among themselves. 

King Menelek, through Italy’s aid, tight- 
ened his power over the Rases;®ut now that 
Italy has been defeated they are seeking to 
become independent monarchs. This is the 
cause of the present war. which will last for 
years unless there is a compromise. Italy 
regards it with favor because it will mean 
her easy conquest of Abyssinia when the 
chiefs shall have been weakened by the in- 
ternecine conflict. 

The Sultan of Morocco is also having trou- 5 
ble with his tribes, and the latest report re- 
ccived two weeks ago was that the Kabyles | 
and the Riffs, owing to the lawless behavior

MET HOD OF ORANGE CULTURE. 


Western Adopted in Louisiana

ar. Chapman, the manager of the tower 
coast estates of the Bradish Johnson heirs, 
hat introduced on an extensive scale the 
frost preventing methods in vogue in South 
California, and Mr. McAdie, who made his 
reputation as a forecast official in California, 
grows enthusiastic when he talks of the 
steps being taken in this State to advance 
the cause of the orange grower. 
“I never heard of the Louisiana orange 
until I came here,’ said he, but now I ex- 
‘pect the world to hear of it in the next five 
years. The means ot the Bradish Johnson 
| heirs have been turned in part to the culti- 
vation of oranges under modern methods, 
: and if I mistake not this State, ana especir.]- 

ly the lower coast, is about entering upon a 
new era in this industry.

two chief foes—the frost on both banks or 


the river and the salt water ovérflowé from 
the gulf on the east bank.

Now, there is a popular fallacy that 
plants know when warm weather is com- 
ing. If that is true, then plants gre the 
biggest of all fools, for fruit-growers know 
that fruit trees put forth very often far 
in advance of warm weather, and much 
damage is done the trees by premature 
growth. The cold spells in January and 
February, for instance, have proved a great 
stumbling block to the Louisiana orange- 
grower, for the trees often start. their 
spring growth before the last cold weather, 


only to have the new, tender growth hurt 


by the sudden cold that comes so often in 
February. 

„All this is going to be corrected now, it 
the example of the Bradish Johnson estate 
is followed. Manager Chapman was gent out 
to California te stud methods in vogue 
there, and introduced thé benefits of 
California experimentation to this State ip 
the shape of demonstrated method with local 
application. Moisture Keeps the heat at the 
surface of theearth. Rainy, cloudy weather 
prevents as sudden changes as would occur 
zm clearer weather, all other conditions being 
the same. The underlying principle of this 
fact applies to frost prevention. 

The California method, which Mr. Chap» 


man has introduced, is nothing more nor less 


than the: moist smudge carried to its ex- 
treme conclusion, that of flooding the grove 


. hy irrigation when frost is threatened. Tha 
water is not so good as the moist smudge, 


but it is better than dry cold for the trees, 
and even if the temperature is below freeg- 
ing, as it was on Sunday when I was down 
in the Bradish Johnson estate grove, the 
earth around and over the roots of the 
15,000 young orange trees is kept warmer 
than the air by the layer of water. The 
estate has erected a powerful pump outside 
the levee, which can flood the grove in half 


an hour, and this water, which will permit 


the sun’s heat to permeate to the ‘earth 
during the day, holds it there for the bene 
efit of the vegetation during the night and 
prevents death of the trees when the tem 
perature is below 32 degrees, whereas 32 de- 
grees with a dry earth surface might often 
do incalculable damage. 

In early spring, when the earth begins to 
warm up and the foolish young orange trees. 
begin to grow as if the cold weather were 
gone for the season, this system of irrigation 
will serve to pump cold waterover the grove 


and chill the earth just enough to retard the 


early growth of the trees until the cold 
weather is no longer possible. Then the irri«- 
gation is stopped, the retarded growth Is per- 
mitted, and is stronger than ever, making 
up for lost time and escaping the damage 
that might, and probably otherwise would, 
have been incurred. 

This water protection from frost is es- 
pecially advantageous and desirable in this. 
section, where the labor is so bad. A negro 
will do his duty in the warm engine-room ot 
an irrigation plant, whereas he cannot be 
reiled upon to do smudge work in the cold 
fields. The Chinese laborer of California can, 
for he is above all things industrious and 
faithful to duty. Irrigation in the Louisiana 
orange groves will overcome the disad- 
vantage at which the negro’s lack of induse 
try and absence ot conscience puts his em- 
ployer.’’—New Orleans Times-Democrat.

Governor Modyford had already written to 
the Duke of Albemarle that the great sin of

Morgan was among the first to recognize 
the brillant opportunity thus given for the 
more cautious and upright English and 
French to reward themselves and punish the 
Spaniards for such an egregious sin. He 
rose to fame slowly, and became a Captain 
under Mansfeld, the Dutch Buccaneer, who 
captured ‘Saint Catherine's Islands, and had 
visions of founding there a great Buccaneer 
empire that would some time include the 
whole of the West Indies. 

In 1668 Morgan bore the title of Admiral, 
and commanded a fleet of twelve ships and 
700 men. So much of his extended opera- 
tions is a monotonous story of conquest and 
plunder that the more prominent and char- 
acteristic features may be given for a suffi- 
cient appreciation of his remarkable career, 
His audacity was unlimited, It’s hardly 
an exaggeration to say that he captured the 


i strongly fortified town of El Porto del 


Principe, in Cuba, by a message. 

He had annihilated the Spanish cavalry 
and fought his way to the walls of the town. 
But his own forces were in a deplorable con- 
dition, while the town was bristling with 
cannon, barricaded streets, and houses 
turned into forts. 

Plainly he could not take the place against 
any determined or intelligent opposition, 
Then he made as formidable a show of at- 
tack as possible, and sent this message to 
the commander:

In like manner every good man who was 
sent out from England or France as Gover- 
nor in the West Indies during the reign of 
the Buccaneers certainly fell overboard on 
the way, and his place and name were taken 
by a friend of robbery andanarchy. For all 
the West India Governors, whatever their 
fame as good men had been at home, in- 
variably levied tribute on the Buccaneers, 
and enriched themselves with the plunder 
taken from the Spaniards. 

Regardless of the treaties made between 
the mother country and Spain, the English

Tho spirit of piracy was in the air, and 
the crime of being a freebooter did not 
weigh heavily on any one, since to rob a 
Spaniard was only to deprive him of ill-got- 
ten gains, to which in the eyes of his enemy, 
he had no title. 

Much sympathy might be felt for the Span- 
Jard 80 outrageously harassed by the out- 
laws of other nations if it were not for the 


‘fact that Spain had already set an unap- 


roachabie example by ravaging with the 
rrors of the inquisition, under the legions 
of such men as the Duke of Alva, the peace- 
ful Low Countries, and perpetrated the most 
monstrous cruelties upon the Moors and the 
natives of America. Moreover, Spain in- 
vited such retaliation by endeavoring to ex- 
tirpate every settlement that found a place 
in the new world. 

Among other things in the early history 
of Jamaica which lay heavy upon the repu- 
tation of the good Sir Thomas Modyford for 
piety and rectitude is the charge that he was 
for the career of Sir Henry Mor- 


gan. 

A writer of that time remarks 
Morgan came to Jamaica about the year 
1660 with a light heart and a thin pair of 
breeches.’’ There is an intimation that 
Morgan got into the good graces of Governor 
Medyford by his aptness in quoting Shaks-

After receiving, this message some citi- 
zens were hurriedly sent to Morgan sup- 
plicating for quarter, and the famished Buc- 
cancers were soon once more feasting. 

Most of the wealthier citizens were locked 
up in the churches, where the carousing 
captors forgot them and allowed most of 
them to perish. At this place the French 
ships of Morgan’s fleet deserted him, and 
for a long time he commanded only Engish- 
men. The two nationalities were utterly in- 
compatible. When the French and English 
were not fighting the Spaniards they were 
invariably quarreling with each other. In 
the ransom of this town were included 500 
cows, which the citizens were required to 
kill and then pack properly in the ships, 
Meantime the Buccaneers were holding at 
the shore a great feast on the marrow- 
bones, which were a prized delicacy among 
the m. 

In some freak of reprehensible wantonness 
an Englishman stole a marrow-bone from a 
Frenchman. The insult was promptly re- 
sented by a challenge to fight a duel with 
swords. On the way to the place appointed 


for the fight the Frenchman so tempti 
exposed his back to the Englishman that the! 


incautious man was run through with fatal 
results. Over this unfortunate occurrence 
the quarrel waxed so exceedingly hot that 
Morgan concluded to let the Frenchmen 
— the er But 
ce could no rest . French 
ships departed. 
After this Morgan recruited his force 
somewhat and attained considerable no- 
toriety in England by announcing that he 
learned from reliable sources that 
Prince Maurice was not drowned, but had 
been captured by the rds and was im- 
prisoned at Porto Bello, on the Isthmus of 


_ friends. 
were goaded at the sword’s point to this 


Panama. How far this sucteeded in playing 
upon the feelings of Prince Rupert is not 
known, but it helped Morgan's cause in ships 
and men. 

He sailed into the Bay of Santa Maria. Up 
the river, at Puerto Pontin, the} anchored 
their ships and set oyt in twenty-three 
canoes. Next to Cartagena and Havana, 
Porto Bello was the strongest fortified place 
in America. They surprised the town inthe 
night and were soon in possession of every- 
thing but the castle. Finding it desperately 
defended, they decided to scale the walls 
with ladders. But the most dangerous part 
of the work was to plant the ladders. There- 


fore, to save themselves, they brought the 
monks and nuns out of the cathedrals and 


forced them to carry the ladders and set 
them against the walls. , 

To quote a Buccaneer writer, the Governor 
“used his utmost endeavors to destroy all 
who came near the walls, firing on the 
servants of God, although his kinsmen and 
Delicate women and aged men 


hateful labor, derided by the Englishmen 
and unpitied by their countrymen.” While 
the marksmen shot down every Spaniard 
appearing on the walls, the other Bucca- 
neers, with hand grenades, pistols, and 
swords, climbed the ladders and swarmed 
over the top. The Governor fought every 
inch of the way back to the last stronghold. 
The few remaining alive pleaded with him 
to surrender, but in answer he cut the peti- 
tioners down with hissword. While a dozen 
guns were pressed to his breast, his wife 
and children fell on their knees and implored 
him to accept the mercy offered; but he tried 
to run the nearest Buccaneer through with 
his sword and was shot down. During the 
night the powder magazine under the pris- 
oners in the fort was blown up and every 
one killed. „ 

Then the Buccaneers gave themselves up 
to the usual course of bacchanalian debauch- 
ery. Cxmelin says that at any time dur- 
ing the two weeks of their stay fifty coura- 
geous men could have retaken the town and 
put every Buccaneer to the sword, so deep 
were they in their drunkenness. 

The Governor of Panama expressed the 
most unbounded amazement that 400 men 
with only small arms could take such 
strong fortifications, defended by such brave 
and well-disciplined men. He declared that 
no General in Europe would have thought 
of attacking Porto Bello in any other way 
than by a long siege and blockade. 

Don Juan Perez de Guzman, the Governor 
of Panama, who had once driven the Buc- 
caneers from St. Catherine's, sent a mes- 
senger asking Morgan for a sample of the 
arms wherewith he had taken Porto Bello. 

Morgan sent him a loaded musket, with the 
assurance that the Buccaneers would within 
a few months call for it atRanama.’ 

The messenger soon returned with the 
musket, saying that the Governor did not 
wish to borrow, and that Porto Bello was 
a far more hospitable place for the Bucca- 
neers than Panama. A costly emerald ring 
accompanied the musket as a token of the 
Governor’s respect for the courage of the 
Buccaneer chief. - 

Having ‘stripped the unfortunate city 


of almost everything but its tiles and its 


paving stones,” the sea rovers departed, 
leaving the people stricken with poverty and 
famine, pestilence and death. 

Morgan’s booty consisted of 800 negroes, 
with coin, bullion, and jewels to the amount 
of 260,000 pieces of eight, equivalent to the 
same number of Unfted States dollars, and 
merchandise to at least double that amount, 

As proof of the high character of his ex- 
pedition, Morgan reported to his patron, 
Governor Modyford, that more than a hun- 
dred Spanish ladies of great quality had 
preferred to go with the Buccaneers, rather 
than to be sent to Panama in the care of 
the Spanish soldiers. 5 

Within a month after the division of the 
spoils at Jamaica, nearly every man was 
destitute. Some reason for this may be 
found in the fact that in the Island of Ja- 
maica there were a gambling den, grog- 
shop, and bawdy-house, all in one, for every 
ten inhabitants. 

Morgan was little more provident than 
the rest. Although his share was almost 
as much as all the others combined, he soon 
lost it all. His historian says: As his 
purse grew thin, his heart grew stout; as 
his hunger grew greater. his thirst for blood 
began to increase also.“ 

Another fleet of eight vessels, with 500 
men, was collected. After numerous ad- 
ventures, interesting in themselves but tire- 
some in their general sameness, they ar- 
rived at Maracaibo in the early part of 1669. 
After that town had been sacked by 
L’Olonnois it was strongly fortified, and 
the citizens supposed that the soldiers could 
easily repel any subsequent marauders. But 
after holding the fort all day against Mor- 
gan, during the following night the de- 
fenders abandoned it. 

The people took refuge in the woods, and 
the Buccaneers, after collecting all the 
plunder in sight, sailed on to Gibraltar. 
They proceeded cautiously, expecting a 
stubborn resistance, but after the first dis- 
charge of their guns, soldiers and civilians 
alike fled before the invaders as sheep be- 
fore wolves. |

all the town there was not one person but 


a od innocent old man, who had been born 
a fool.“ 

The Buccaneers demanded of the old man 
where the people had gone with their goods. 
To every question on any subject he con- 
stantly replied, I do not know; I know 
nothing.“ Believing him to be shamming, 
they put him on the rack. 


Do not torture me any more,” he cried | 


piteously, ‘“‘ and I will show you great for- 
tunes of goods and gold.” 

Sure that he was a rich man in disguise, 
the credulous Buccaneers followed him 
through all the houses of the wealthy on a 
futile search for the mythical fortune. At 
last, under additional torture, he led them 
to a wretched hovel just out of town, and 


* 


under the floor unearthed his „some 
miserable trumpery and a bit of gold. With 
heartrending walls he cried, “ Take my for- 
tune and give me my life.“ 


“Who are you?” they asked in ineredu- 


lous exasperation, ‘‘a fool, a philosopher, a 
miser, or a mountebank actor?’ 7 

He stroked his breast proudly and an- 
swered, I am neither, but Don Sebastian 
Sanches, brother unto the Governor of Mar 
acaibo.”’ 

Some one more discerning than the others 
insisted that the old man was a fool, and 
they left him with his treasure. A few days 
later he was found dead with the bit of gold 


grasped tightly in his withered and torture- 


broken hand. 

Searching parties scoured the woods for 
thirty miles, and many persons were cap- 
tured and brought into the town to be indis- 
criminately tortured for money, which few 
of them had. 

The wretched people dared not go to a town 
lest they be tracked there and captured by 
the Buccaneers; and they feared to sleep 
two nights in the same place. It was atime 
when slaves took revenge on their masters, 
and neighbors frequently paid off old grudg- 
es. Torture would compel even friends to 
reveal the secrets of one another, and there 
was nowhere a moment's safety. Many a 
servant declared his master to be rich in 
order to see him tortured, and as the Bue- 
caneers believed themselvés to be special 
avengers of the Indians, any complaint made 
by them was followed by merciless punish- 
ment. 

Nearly all of the fugitive citizens were cap- 
tured; and after five weeks of* horrifying 
orgies and brutal outrages, the Buccaneers 
returned to Maracaibo. 

The town was deserted by all but a decrepit 


one. of Espinosa’s warships. At the first 
break of day the brulot was steered straight 
toward the Spanish Admiral’s ship. Re- 
gardless of the fire concentrated upon it, the 
fireship rushed at the vessel like a wildcat 


' attacking an elephant. When too late the 


nature of the little vessel was discovered. 


Tho brulot burst into flames and numerous 


explosions threw a flood of fire over the Ad- 
miral’s ship. The Spanish commander en- 
deavored to rally his men to fight the fire, 
but, in wild terror, they sprang overboard 
into the sea. 

In the confusion the Buccaneers bo ed 
and captured one ot the other vessels. nen 
the third ship saw the fate ot the other two 
it was run ashore and set on fire. Not a 
Buccaneer had perished in the destruction of 
the three vessels, involving the loss of more 
than half the Spanish sailors. 

The way was still disputed by the fort, and 
Morgan’s guns were too light to make any 
impression on its walls. Returning to Mara- 
caibo, he demanded and received from the 
citizens, who had meanwhile returned, the 
ransom originally asked, with the addition 
of 500 cows. Then he sent word to the fort 
that he meant to cover the exposed parts 
of his ship with citizens of Maracaibo and 
with his prisoners from Gibraltar. If he 
was fired upon he would, when past the fort, 
kill all the prisoners that had escaped the 
cannonading. 

With this message he sent a petition of 
the prisoners asking that clear passage be 
given the fleet. To the petition of the pris- 
oners the Admiral, who had escaped to the 
fort, replied: “If you had been as loyal to 
your King in hindering the entrance of these 
pirates as I shall be in hindering their going 
out, you had never caused these troubles, 
either to yourselves or to our whole nation,

Morgan, however, feared Spanish treach- 
ery, and he ordered half the Buccaneers tg

But the farce was carried out, after 3 
brilliant bombardment of powder, and the 
three strong fortresses, with the seven 
smaller forts of the islands, were surren- 
dered. In one magazine a welcome gift of 
30,000 pounds of powder was found. Fear 
was the Buccaneers’ best weapon, for with. 
out it a better commander than Morgan 
with several times such a force, could never 
have taken St. Catherine's. 
During Morgan's career, culminating in his 
attack on Panama, he led many minor ex- 
peditions, interesting in themselves, but, 
taken together, monotonous in their general 
events. The crowning conquest of this great 
chief is the most important as an illustra. 
tion of them all. |

beggar, who had been reveling in the lux- 
uries of the abandoned mansions for five 
weeks. He repaid Morgan by imparting the 
disquieting news that Admiral Espinosa was 
lying at the narrow entrance of the bay, 
waiting for him with three men-of-war 
bearing ninety-four guns, while the fort had 
been rebuilt and garrisoned. 0 

Morgan's fleet had thirty guns, and was in 
every respect inferior to that of the Spanish 
Admiral, not to speak of the addition of the 
fort, but he astorished that polished and 
punctilious commander by demanding a ran- 
som of 20,000 pieces of eight or he would 
burn Maracaibo. 

The Spanish commander replied that he 
would permit the Buccaneers to get out to 
the open sea if they would leave their plun- 
der and prisoners behind and agree to sail 
straight to Jamaica. 

Morgan answered that he would give up 
everything but his plunder and sall straight 
to Jamaica if permitted to depart in peace; 
otherwise he would fight it out. 

Admiral Espinosa scornfully rejected such 
a preposition, and Morgan prepared to fight 
his way to the open sea. 

A brulot, or fireship, was the central figure 
prepared for the coming conflict. A vessel 
captured at Gibraltar was filled with dry 
palm leaves dipped in a mixture of tar, brim- 
stone, and gunpowder. A kind of kettle- 
drum used by the negroes made a good rep- 

n of cannon, and ten of these were 
mounted. Wooden posts, dressed in Buc- 
caneer costumes, held muskets in apparent 
readiness to fire upon the enemy. Montero 
caps were so fixed on top of the posts as to 
make a clever deception. Morgan's flag was 
nailed to the mast and the fireship was ready 
for orders. 

On the evening of April 30, 1669, they sailed 
in quest of the Spanish fleet and anchored 
near the stately galleons. All of Morgan's 
vessels together were but little heavier than 
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281 was a Welshman, and, with native 
thrift, he acquired money enough to buy |

which hath suffered so much through your 
pusillanimity. I shall not grant your re- 
quest, but shall endeavor to maintain that 
respect which is due my King, according to 
my duty.“ 

To this Morgan replied: “If Don Alonso 
Espinosa will not give me passage, I will 
make one.“ Then he spent eight days divid- 
ing the spoils in the sight of the angry gar- 
rison. This done, he resorted toa stratagem, 

Boats filled with armed men were lowered 

m each vessel and rowed ashore. At the 
landing place, hidden from the fort, the 


Buccaneers lay down flat in the boats and 


were rowed back unseen to the side of the 
ship opposite to the fort, where they were 
taken back on board. This was repeated 
until it appeared that the greater portion of 
the crews had been sent ashore for a land 
attack on the fort. 

Meanwhile the Spanish garrison, expect- 
ing a flerce land attack, was working hard 
to change its best guns, that had been 
trained seaward, over to the side of the fort 
on which the land attack would most surely 
be made. 

When night came the Buccaneer fleet 
spread its sails and dropped down with the 
ebb-tide. The ships were almost opposite 
the fort before the Spaniards understood the 
stratagem, but it was too late. With 4 
salute of guns Morgan bade the fort adieu. 
His prisoners from Maracaibo he set free, 


' because they had paid their ransom, but 


those from Gibraltar were delinquent, and he 
carried them as slaves to Jamaica. 

In a few months, as usual, the groggeries 
of Jamaica had the spotis of the Buccaneers, 
and Morgan was importuned to lead another 
expedition. He consented, and the news 
spread. Hunters, fishermen, farmers, 
and artisans of all kinds, gamblers, outlaws, 
and adventurers of every nationality began 
to gather at the appointed rendezvous on 
the southern coast of Hispaniola. Captains 
offered their ships; organised bands, fully 
equipped, came overland from Tortuga; Buc- 
caneers, pirates, and smugglers of every 


grade and description reached the place in | 


canoes and castaway piraguas, until over 
2,000 men, as desperate and * 
ravaged the Spanish Main, were ring 
for a place in the expedition. 

In October of 1070 twenty-four vessels 
were ready, except in the supply of provis- 
fons. Then the forage for food began. Four 
veestis went to La Rancheria, on the banks 
of the Rio de la Hacha, to secure grain, 
especially maize and cassava. An expedi- 
tlon was sent out for wild boars and cattle. 
In due time the final review took place at 
Cape Tiburon, on the western coast of His- 
paniola, and Morgan sailed away with thir- 


. ty-seven vessels and twenty-two hundred 


fighting men, exclusive of servants and 
sailors. 

When they left the coast, on Dec. 18, 1670, 
only Morgan and 4 few of his most trusted 
Captains had any idea of the destination of 
the expedition. Its task was no less than 
the stupendous one of capturing Panama. 
But it was necessary to have willing guides, 
who understood not only the defenses of the 
city but also every mile ofthe way. Such 
des were to be found nowhere but in the 
ish prisons. 

A few years before St. Catherine's I 
had been strongly fortified and fitted out 
as a Spanish penal colony for the criminals 
and political prisoners of every caste and 
nationality in the Spanish church and gov- 
ernment of America.

The body that once proud- 
ly strode the earth possessed of the strength 
of a giant, with the bones just found for its 
framework, was surely not of a race of 
which history has given us any record, 

The skeleton is that of a human being who, 
in life, must have been of immense size, 
The face is almost gorilla-like in its angu- 
larity, the jawbones are tremendous, and 
the teeth have been pronounced by a local 
dentist, Dr. Harlan, to be as strong and 
perfect as any he has ever seen. 

A number of local practitioners, among 
them Dr. A. H. Blossom, Dr. Weaver, Dr. 
Bookwalter, and Dr. Shuler, have examined 
the bones and they unanimously agree that 
the find is no less important q one than 
the skeleton of a prehistoric man, who was 
probably one ot the mound builders, the

Every: year 16,000 fishermen set forth trom 
the ports on the northern shore of France for 

ce the purpose of deep sea fishing. Ot these 
1 10.000 go to Newfoundland and 4,000 to Ice- 
land for,codfish, 2,000 to the North ges for 
herring. This open sea fishing is one ot h. 
most dangerous of occupations. The. little 
vessels are exposed not only to the furyof 
i wind and water, but glso,-particulariy of 

the Banks of Newfoundland, to collision 
with the huge ocean liners that drive on at 
full speed night and day, confident that their 
size renders them safe. 

In 1897 out of 10,500 French fishermen off 
Newfoundland 266 were lost: off Iceland & 
out of 3,718. In other words; ot every 1,000 
never return. The dangers of battle hardly 
equal this. At Magenta only twelve French- 
men out of every thousand were killed, at 
Solferino thirteen out of every thousand 
For many years’ philanthropic people of 
France endeavored to discover a means to 
lessen the perils. of and carry aid to the 
toilers of the sea. In 1895 a society was 
founded for this purpose. A hospital ship, 
the St. Pierre, was built and sent to ertilse 
in the waters off Newfoundland. Unfortu 
nately it ran ashore in a fog and was com- 
pletely wrecked, although the equipment 
was saved. The following year two hospital 
ships were built, the St. Paul for Iceland, 
the St. Pierre No. 2 for Newfoundland. The 
St. Pierre renders medical assistance to ti 
fishermen, takes on board those whe 
hospital attention, and sends back 
those who cannot quickly recover. R

ing made by Americans against the enemy 
of this country. 

If any one had predicted at the beginning 
of 1998 that the year would close with the 
glory to our arms and the progress made in 
our relative position among nations that are 
accomplished facts he would have been con- 
sidered a boastful. prophet indeed. pod 
ing over the splendid chronicle, it seems as 
though we wear the laurels of the conqueror 
all too unconcernedly, for not in the world’s 
history are there to be found such recorde 
of successive and unparalleled victories.

The opening engagements of the war need 
not be dwelt upon. They were merely a lit- 
tle target practice for our men. The first 
great action took place on May 1, when at 
home the American people were as much 
taken up with the disturbing circumstances 
connected with moving day as with the 
events of the war. On this glorious May 1 
Admiral Dewey was making history by en- 
tering the harbor of Manila in the face of 
Spanish guns and calmly hammering full of 
holes the boasted ships that flew the yellow 
and red ensign of Spain. Shall we ever for- 
get how we waited for the news when we 
knew that Dewey had started on his voyage 
of vengeance? How we fretted at the lack 
of tidings? The false rumors and surmis- 
ings that preceded the receipt of the glorious 
message that told of avictory that had 
never been equaled for quickness and com- 
pleteness! 

An event that caused a great deal of sad- 
ness in America was the death of Ensign 
Bagley and four of his men during the at- 
tack of the Wilmington upon the Spanish 
shore batteries. This occurred on May 11. 
and was the first fatal encounter of the war 
so far as the American forces were con- 
cerned. | 

Another episode that attracted universal 
attention at this time was the memorable

Cervera thought to turn our 
4th of July celebration of 1898 into a day of 
sorrow, but it proved to be a sorrowful day 
for Cervera, instead. It took but three hours 
to destroy the entire Spanish fleet, and with 
it Spain’s sole surviving hope of success. 
Our troops were in Santiago on July 17, 
having made a record for quick campaign- 
ing. General Miles then led an expedition 
on a little picnic excursion into Porto Rico, 
where the fame of the Americans as fighters 
had been so well advertised that, much to 
the disappointment of the veteran General 


and his splendid little army, there was no 


fighting to be done. 


The end came when Manila fell, om Aug. 15. 
Our loss in the entire war, army and navy, 
1,668 men killed and wounded 
The war brought us face to face in the far 
East with rival commercial nations. On 
June 14 Congress was asked to appoint a 
commission to study the outlook for our 
commerce with China. It is recognized that 
in that vast market lie great possibilities 
for the expansion of our export trade. The 
same day, June 14, is memorable as that on 
which the report of the Paris exposition was 
laid before the House of Representatives,

“WHO WILL HAUL DOWN THE FLAG?” 

The above is the question asked by Presi- 
dent McKinley during his Southern trip. 
Bryan attempted to answer it day before 
yesterday at the reception given him at Lin- 
coln, Neb. He said: 

The flag is a national emblem and is obedient 
to the national will. It was made for the people; 
not the people for the fag. When the American 
people want the flag raised, they raise it; when 
they want it hauled down, they haul it down. 
The flag was raised upon Canadian soil during 
the war of 1812, and it was hauled down when 
peace was restored. The flag was planted upon 
Chapultepec during the war with Mexico, and it 
was hauled down when the war was over, The 
morning papers announce that General Lee or- 
dered the flag hauled down in Cuba yesterday 
because k was raised too soon. The flag will be 
raised in Cuba again on the Ist of January, but 
the President deciares in his message that it will 
be hauled down as soon as a stable government 
is established. 

This is a technical, uncandid, and unfair 
response to a question which meant, as 
Bryan knew, “who can haul down the 
American flag now floating over the Philip- 
pines if the American people do not want 
it done?” That flag has often been hoisted 
only to be lowered again. As a matter 
of military routine it is raised at sunrise 
at every army post and is lowered again 
at sunset. But where the American flag 
has been hoisted with the determination 
of the people that it shall remain permanent- 
ly, as the emblem of national sovereignty 
and national expansion, there it never has 
been hauled down. 

When Canada was invaded in 1812 the 
Americans had no thought of conqueriuvg 
the country. They were making war on 
England to bring that country to terms. 
The American flag floated to the breeze at 
Chippawa, Lundy’s Lane, and other points, 
but nobody expected it would be there 
permanently. When the flag was planted 
upon Chapu!tepec and waved over the City 
of Mexico, it meant simply that that flag 
would wave forever over so much Mexican 
territory as the Americans should decide 
after due reflection they intended to keep.

century told one another how badly behaved 
boys were then compared with what they 
were in the seventeenth century.

There was more than one “ prodigal son ” 
in Judea nineteen centuries ago, and un- 
doubtedly the graybeards, forgetful of 
Absolom or the boys who sung out to the 
prophet, “Go to, thou bald-head,” or of 
Cain, who cannot have been well brought 
up, mourned over the degenerate days when 
children were not reared as they used to be 
in “the good old times.” So the boy of 
1898, when scolded for his special badness, 
has a right to ask indignantly just when 
that generation of good boys flourished he 
hears so much about. The Plymouth Bay 
-boys were not notable for their goodness, 
They played cards when they got a chance. 
They were guilty of occasional thefts. 

Burglaries and other offenses are com- 
mitted often by boys under 20, but as a 
rule these boys were reared in homes where 
they became familiar at an early age with 
the rod, the strap, and the heavy parental 
hand. Those homes where the fact is un- 
derstood that there are other methods than 
the rod of rearing children so that they shall 
not be criminals are the homes that do not 
produce boy burglars and sandbaggers. 
There is considerable paternal correction 
administered every day in Chicago. Some- 
times it is so severe that an ungrateful child 
has to appeal to the police “ to regulate the 
conduct of the father.” 

Wives are no worse than in the good old 
days when husbands administered more 
generally than at present “ reasonable cor- 
rection ” with a rod“ no thicker than one’s 
thumb.” Nor are children any worse than 


| they used to be because reflection has taught 


better educated and better tempered parents 
that oi] of birch is not a panacea.

Shall we keep the Philippines and amend our 
flag? Shall we add a new star—the blood star, 
Mars—to indicate that we have entered upon a 
career of conquest? Or shall we borrow the yel- 
low, which in 1896 was the badge of gold and greed, 
and paint Saturn and hie rings, to suggest a 
earpetbag government, with its schemes of spolia- 
tlon?

SCHLICT’S SMOKE CONSUMER. 

Elsewhere in this issue of THe TRIBUNE 
there appears a detailed account in which 
Paul J, Schlict describes his new process 
for securing the complete combustion of 
coal in stoves and furnaces with the almost 
entire absence of smoke, Mr, Schliet's 
theory is so simple and yet so novel that 
one would like to see it thoroughly tested, 
for, if it accomplishes what he appears 
to demonstrate, it would practically solve 
the smoke nuisance in Chicago, 

The novel feature about this new down 
draft scheme for stoves and furnaces is 
the method of taking air down the chimney 
instead of feeding it in from below the 
grate. Mr. Schlict claims to have discov- 
ered the curious fact that a stove or furnace 
can be completely sealed up, with the ex- 
ception of the chimney, and by the applica- 
tion of his apparatus the outside air im- 
mediately begins pouring down the chimney 


bustion products, and yet in contact with it, 
so that when it reaches the surface of the 
fire it is in a heated condition exactly 
suited to the purposes of combustion. The 
result is said to be the complete burning 
of the coal*without smoke or clinkers, with 
an even heat, and with the use of scarcely 


ordinarily required. The more coal the 
furnace consumes the swifter becomes the 
downward draft of air, caused by the hot- 
ter fire. The draft regulates itself auto- 
matically, and even though the ashes be 
allowed to accumulate for a week at the 
bottom, the fire still maintains its steady 
heat from the surface air. 

So improbable does this theory seem 
at first sight that it is not strange if the 
Patent office officials at first refused to 
consider the device at all. Yet Mr. Schlict 
seems to have proved his case by a practical 
application of his apparatus in the Patent 
office buildings and in the private house 
of one of the examiners. The device {s 
said to be easily applied to an ordinary 
stove, house furnace, or industrial furnace, 
and if it actually accomplishes anything 
like what is claimed for it there should 
be no hesitation in generally adopting the 
new method of down draft air supply.

How Ferdinand Came to Power. 
History relates that the ancients fetched 
their rulers from the plow, the moderns 
of the Stambouloff stripe found their Prince 
in a champagne crowd, in the company of 
abandoned women, and they crowned him 
with the crown of thorns which Prince 


Alexander of Battenberg had worn and hal- 


lowed as a martyr. 
Stambouloff, who selected Prince Ferdi- 


nand in a scene of debauchery as ruler of 


Bulgaria, knew him well, better than any- 
body else, and this intimate knowledge ex- 


plains many events in the princely paiace 


at Sofia. Whether it was the glitter öf the 
name of Coburg, whose wearers have con- 


mections of the widest ramifications among 


the rulers of Europe, which induced Stam- 
bouloff to select this Prince for the 
„ or whether 
he hoped to find in this insignificant per- 
sonality a willing tool for his political 
machinations, will prebably never be known. 
Fact is that Stambouloff, after a searching 
inquiry concerning Ferdinand in Vienna, be- 


gan with all the energy at his command to 


work for the election of the Coburger until 
in the latter’s triumphal entry 
Ferdinand hesitated and squirmed before 
he went to the Bulgarian capital. He 
feared for his life, as Stambouloff sübse- 
quently related to his friends, but the Bul- 
garian diplomat described to his princely 
dupe in the most glowing colors the joy 
in the life of a ruler, the sovereignty over 
death and life, the playing with live sol- 
diers. As children are interested in a new 
plaything, so Stambouloff implanted into 
Ferdinand of Coburg the desire to “ play 
at Prince,“ though the Coburger never could 
have thought of ever becoming the ruler of 
a people. | 

Much in Ferdinand's final decision was due 
to the ambition of his mother, Princess 
Clementine of Orleans, one of the wealthiest 
descendants of a decayed dynasty, and thus 
the Prince with the long nose finally 
became the second ruler of Bulgaria. Of 
course, this ruling was not much more 
than “ playing at being Prince.“ The real 
ruler was Stambouloff. He commanded, 
Ferdinand only wore the crown and signed 
the orders prepared by his Premier. When- 
ever during Stambouloff’s reign threaten- 
ing clouds hung over Bulgaria, whenever 
smportant events occurred for which Siam- 
bouloff was responsible, the princely palace 
on the banks of the Iscar was deserted, the 
pseudo Prince was absent, and while Stam- 
bouloff alone braved assassins and revolu- 
tions, Prince Ferdinand roamed all over 
Europe in search of pleasure, 


Stambouloff the Real Ruler. 


Thus it came to pass at the court of Bul- 
garia that all important documents were 
signed by Ferdinand in the last minute, 
when he was aboard his yacht, and were pro- 
mulgated only after the Prince was far be- 
yond any danger from his subjects. When, 
at the time of the trial of Major Panitza on 
a charge of conspiracy, the Prince suddenly 
gave orders to pack his trunks for a two 
months’ sojourn at Carlsbad, the whole 
court was in a tremble. Ferdinand, aboard 
his yacht, addressed a proclamation to the 
Bulgarian nation in which he intrusted 
Stambouloff with the conduct of the affairs 
of state and appointed him Governor. 

“The Prince resigns,“ whispered the 
courtiers. “ Bulgaria is at the eve of great 
events.“ | | 

The yacht with Ferdinand aboard had 
steamed out of the harbor, and the courtiers 
hastened to Stambouloff, the regent, to pay 
homage to him, for was there not to be a 
coup d’état?—was not Stambouloff to pro- 
duce a new Prince? Feverish excitement 
prevailed at the capital; the most sensa- 
tional rumors circulated. Stambbuloff’s 
friends would be the first to be informed of 
what was coming. They went to him with 
the question whether it was true that Prince 
Ferdinand had resigned and that there was 
to be a new ruler. Stambouloff shook his 
head and replied, with a polite smile: 

O, no; everything remains as it is; only 
Panitza will be shot tomorrow morning! 

A few months later Stambouloff was at- 
tacked in the streets of the capital by four 
men, two of whom shot him and two stabhed 
him. Wounded in twenty places, he died on 
the third day. Since then Prince Ferdinand, 
notwithstanding his precarious position, 
seems bent upon increasing the number of 
his difficulties, and, incidentally, of his foes. 
Until the death of Stambouloff he had no 
firmer friend than the British government. 
Queen Victoria expressed her admiration 
for the manner in which her young Coburg 
relative had succeeded in Bulgaria, had 
treated him with marked consideration on 
the occasions of his two visits to Balmoral, 
and had instructed her diplomatic repre- 
sentatives at Sofia to abstain from the spe- 
cies of ostracism to which the Prince is offi- 
cially subjected by the diplomatic corps at 
Sofia, owing to the fact that he has not yet 
been recognized by the powers as the de 
jure sovereign of Bulgaria. 

Yet, Ferdinand has succeeded in complete- 
ly estranging British good feeling toward 
him by his unaccountable partisanship for 
the assassins of Stambouloff and by negleet- 
ing to heed British remonstrances in the in- 
terest of justice. Neither Lord Salisbury 
nor yet Queen Victoria is the kind of per- 
son to allow either themselves or their coun- 
try to be treated with such scant courtesy, 
least of all by a Prince occupying a position 
like that of Prince Ferdinand.

Ex-Attache Discusses Econo- 
mic Habits of Potentates. 


SAFE FROM THEIR CREDITORS. 


N spite of her costly way of living, the 
Empress of Austria has left an immense 
pergonal fortune. During the forty-four 
years that she enjoyed the magnificent 
civil list of an Empress-Queen of Aus- 
tria-Hungary she habitually lived within 
her income. In the early part of her mar- 
ried life her savings, which amounted to a 
large sum annually, were invested in the 
purchase of real estate in the suburbs of 
Vienna, the land then unbuilt upon being 
now covered with residences of one kind and 
another, and having increased almost a hun- 
dred-fold in value. The sums thus realized, 
together with the unspent balance of 
her yearly income throughout the latter half 
of her married life, were invested in stocks 
dealt with on the London market, her scrip 
and certificates being lodged in the Bank of 
England. In this manner almost the whole 
of her vast fortune, amounting to many 
millions of dollars, is at the present moment 
in the poseession of the Bank of England, 
and an awkward question has arisen with 
regard to its disposal. 

nly a week or two ago the House of 
Lords, sitting as the Supreme Court of Ap- 


— 


bonds, stocks, and other property belonging 
to a foreigner domiciled abroad could not 
be placed at the disposal of his or her ex- 
ecutors after death until the will had been 
admitted to probate by the English courts. 
and the extremely heavy succession duties. 
amounting to as much as 7 per cent, had 
been paid on the estate. No matter whether 
the stock is that of some foreign enterprise 
or government, the mere circumstance that 
the scrip is deposited in some bank or kin- 
dred institution in England renders it sub- 
ject to British probate duty, and the test 
case which has brought about this decision 
was that of a citizen of New York owning an 
immense amount of stock in New York brew- 
eries, who died in New York, but who for 
one reason or another had deposited the 
greater part of his American debentures and 
bonds in English banks. He died here in 
the United States and not in England. Yet, 
according to the decision of the House of 
Lords, his American executors cannot touch 
his American scrip deposited in English 
banks until they have probated the docu- 
ment in the English courts and paid the 
British succession duties. 
_ Empress’ Money Makes Trouble. 
Empress Elizabeth's property, deposited 
almost in its entirety in the Bank of Eng- 
land, is at the present moment the subject of 
a somewhat acrimonious discussion between 
the Austro-Hungarian Embassy in London, 
the English Foreign office, the great law 
oficers of the British Crown, the revenue 
authorities, and the management of the 
bank. The Revenue department claims suc- 
cession duty on the whole of the property of 
the dead Empress that happens to be in the 
possession of the bank, while the law officers 
have intimated to the latter that the execu- 
tors of her Austrian Majesty's will are de- 
barred from touching the estate, and must 
be looked upon as perfect strangers with re- 
gard to the latter until the document has 
been probated by the English Court of 
Probate and they have obtained proper let- 
ters of representation. The Austrian Em- 
bassy, on the other hand, demurs to this pre- 
tension on the part of the British treasury, 
and denounces the demand in connection 
with the Empress’ fortune as a breach of the 
rules governing international comity, tak- 
ing the ground that foreign sovereigns, like 
their Ambassadors, possess extra territorial 
privileges, exempting them, as well as their 
property, from the jurisdiction of the native 
courts, as well as from local taxation. 
Much the same question arose at the 
death of the late Czar, who left a sum 
amounting to several millions of dollars 
deposited in the Bank of England. An at- 
tempt was made by the revenue authorities 
to collect English succession duties on the 
property in, question. But, in deference to 
the protests of the Russian Ambassador, 
Baron de Staal, Sir Wüllam Vernon Har- 
court, then Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
gave way, and agreed to remit the duties, 
the understanding being at the time that 
the funds in question constituted a legacy 
from the late Czar to his sister-in-law, the 
Princess of Wales, to whom he was deeply 


of Great Britain are constitutionally ex- 
empted from every species of taxation, and 
thus the plea of the Russian Ambassador 
for the exemption of his dead master’s prop- 
erty in the Bank of England acquired adai- 
tional force in the eyes of Sir William, who 
is one of the foremost of British experts 
in international law. But at that epoch the 
House of Lords had not given its final 
judgment in the question of the treatment 
of property in England belonging to for- 
eigners, and it ig exceedingly doubtful under 
the circumstances whether the Bank of 
England will consent to release the Austrian 
Empress’ fortune confided to its charge until 
the issue between the English courte and 
revenue officials on the one side and the Lon- : 
don Foreign office and Austrian Embassy 


on the other hand has been decided 1 ned 
by means of a compromise or in a British 
court of law. 

There is every reason, however, to believe 
that the difficulties which have been raised, 
by the British authorities in connection with 
the disposal of the property of the late Em- 
press of Austria, as well as of Caar Alex- 


ander III., will have the regult of checking 


the practice which foreign monarchs and 
royal personages have been following for 
the last hundred years or so of depositing 


their savings for safekeeping in the Bank 


of England, which, in their eyes, apparent- 
ly, is the only institution of its kind in the 
world, by reason of its solidity and incaleu- 
lable resources, that offers a sufficient de- 
gree of security against loss, 

Empress Elizabeth and Alexander III. 
have been by no means the only crowned 
customers of the Old.Lady of Threadneedle 
Street. When Czar Alexander II. wished to 
provide for the future of his 0 
wife, Princess Jourieffska, and of ‘his il- 
legitimate children, he deposited a sum 
amounting, it is stated, to about $20,000,000 
in her name in the Bank of England, firmly 
convinced that in no other institution 
would this large fortune be secure either 
from seizure by his successors on the 
throne or from disappearance through the 
collapse of the bank. Had the money in 
question been placed, for instance, in the 
Banque de France or in any analogous es- 
tablishment in Vienna, Berlin, or Amster- 
dam, the local registration of a decree of in- 
junction obtained by the Russian crown 
from the Muscovite courts would have been 
perfectly sufficient to debar the widowed 
Princess Jourieffska from touching the 
money destined for her use. But Alexander 
well knew at the time that once money had 
been credited in her name in the Bank of 
England nothing short of a decree obtained 
from an English court of justice, after a full 
trial and careful review of all the circyum- 
stances of the case, could prevent her from, 
the enjoyment of the possession of the prop- 
erty. 

Spanish Money in England. 

Ever since Queen Christina has been Re- 
gent of Spain she has kept the greater part 
of her money in the Bank of England. This 
fact was brought to Mght a few weeks before 
the war began by the robbery of one of the 
confidential court couriers between the fron- 
tier station at Irun and Madrid. By some 
means or another the reserved compartment 
in which he was traveling was entered while 
the train was going at full speed, and he was 
chloroformed, nothing being taken from him 
excepting the sealed bag containing 
her Majesty's bankbook, as well as 
receipts for the money and securities 
which he had just deposited for her in the 
Bank of England. The thief remains unpun- 
ished to this day. But the fact that he 
should have neglected to take either the 


money or the other valuables of the courier | 


tends to the belief that he was acting in 
behalf of some of the numerous foes of the 
unfortunate Regent who were anxious to 
ascertain the disposition of her fortune. 
The latter is considerable, though but little 
of it is derived from the Spanish treasury. 
She was one of the largest legatees under the 
will of her uncle, Archduke Albert, General- 
issimo of the Austrian army, and probably 
the richest royal personage of his day in 
Europe. I doubt, indeed, whether she man- 
ages to economize anything from the civil 
list conceded by the treasury for the main- 
tenance of the court, and with a view of 
diminishing the financtal burdens that op- 
press the people of her adopted country she 
has declined ever since she became a widow, 
thirteen years ago, to draw a single cent of 
the annual allowance of 1,000,000 francs per 
annum which is due to her as the widow of a 
Spanish sovereign, 

Pope Pius IX. was in the habit of deposit- 
ing the funds of the Papacy in the Bank of 
England, but whether his successor still ad- 
heres to this plan is unknown, and while 
some of the Vatican authorities declare that 
this is the case there are others who allege 
that most of the money is now intrusted in- 
stead to continental institutions. The gen- 
eral impression, however, is that it is the 
Bank of England which remains the princi- 
pal depository of the Papal funds. Nor is 
it only Buropean sovereigns who make use 
of the Bank of England for this purpose. 
When, for instance, old Khedive Ismaii of 
Egypt became aware that the hour of his 


| deposition was drawing nigh he transferred 


colossal sums of money, estimated at sev- 
eral millions sterling, to the Bank of Eng- 
land, convinced that it was dbout the cnly . 
place where the property would be safe from 
the greedy grasp of the sugeérain, the Sul- 
tan, and from the fury of the disappointed 
creditors of Egypt. 


Bank Used by Royalty. 

The Sulten hoards the greater portion of 
his money in hiding-places in Constantino- 
ple, although, like every other reigning sov- 
ereign, he has large sums on deposit in the 
Bank of England against a rainy day. The 
King and Queen of Italy each of them has 
a big account at the Bank of England. 
while during the three months that Emperor 
Frederick reigned over Germany he made 
use of the time to provide for the future of 
his widow by depositing a considerable 
amount of property in the Bank of England 


for her benefit. The late Emperor Napoleon 


III., when he felt his throne tottering in 
the latter part of 1800 and in the spring of 
1870, managed to transfer a considerable 
eum of money to the Bank of England, and. 
it is thanks to this precaution alone that his 
consort, Empress Pugenie, remains today 
one of the wealthiest of royal widows. South 
American dictators, such as General Guz- 
man Blanco of Venezuela and others of the

This prayer, which was made by 
Joan of Are to King Charlies VII., was not 
answered until the year 1880, when the Bish- 
op of Baint-Dié employed one of the best 
French architects to construct a chapel that 
later became the basilica of Domrémy. 

At the end of the street on which 4s situat- 
ed the house of Joan of Arc starts a read 
that leads through the midst of vineyards 
to the Bois-Chenu, three-quarters of a mile 
away, so famous in connection with the trial 
of the heroine. Here was the famous tree 
of the fairies; below the fountain of Joan of 
Arc and the chapel of Notre Dame de Er- 
mitage, where Joan heard the voices for the 
first time. . 

On ite ruins Claude de Lys and Etienne 
Hordal, nephews of the maid, built a chapel 
that borehername. It was destroyed by the 
Swedes in the invasion of Gustavus Adolph- 
us. On this spot stands today the basilica 
that appears in the cut taken from Le 
Monde Illustré. At the foot ef the hill on 
which ft is built the clear waters of the 
Meuse wind joyously through the valley. 


The straight white line in the background 
is the road from Domrémy to Neufchateay. 

There are four bells in the belfry, which is 
crowned by a metal steeple covered with 
gilded copper. The cross that surmounts all 
is 185 feet from the ground. 

This memorial was intended at first to be 
merely a chapel in which to shelter M. Allar’s 
famous statue of Joan hearing the voices. 
In the center stands a marble figure of Joan, 
surrounded and overtopped by three figures 
in bronze, St. Michael, St. Marguerite, and 
Catherine. 

The first stone was laid in 1881, and the 
work was pushed energetically until the 
death of the Bishop in 1488. Then it wasine 
terrupted until the new Bishop in 1890 called 
the Budist Fathers to his aid; they became 
the missionaries of Joan of Arc. A eo 
munal building was constructed for their 


use, 

As pilgrimages to the spot constantly be- 
came more numerous after the beatifica- 
tion of Joan of Are, the original project was 
soon recogniged to be toe modest, and the 
simple chapel was raised by Leo XII. to the 
rank of basilica and the plans made more 
elaborate. In 1804, at the dedication of the 
group on the porch, 30,000 pilgrims visited 
Domrémy.

NEWS OF WOMEN’S CLUBS. 


CHRISTMAS CAMPAIGN OF ILLINOIS 
CONSUMERS’ LEAGUE CLOSES. 


Directed Towards Securing 
Consideration for Store Employes 
on the Part of Shoppers — Mrs. 
Louise Chandler Moulton to Revisit 
Chicago in January—Mrs. Caroline 
Corbin, Her Cousin, Relates Inci- 

dente of Early Life of Authoress, 


The first compaign of t&e newly organized 
Illinois Coneumers’ league came to an end 
last week with the closing of that which it 
‘was intended to reach, the Christmas shop- 
ping season. The league does not purpose 
to rest its efforts with the Christmas cam- 
paign, however, but at the next meeting will 
consider a proposition for a lecture course 
on the subjects with which the league con- 
cerns itself, which will be brought forward 
by Mrs. Charles Henrotin, its President. 
The lectures are designed to be delivered be- 
fore woman's clubs of Chicago and are 
intended to continue the league’s work of 
education. 

Woman's role in the economic world,” 
said Mrs. Henrotin, is that of the consum- 
er, and in that role she is most important. 
If she can be educated.to a realization of 
the importance of her position she will be 
an all powerful factor. The education is 
as much for the wife of the mechanic as for 
the wife of the millionaire; more for the 
former, as she is nearer the problem. The 
work of the league is not boycotting. It is 
simply educational, attempting to reach the 
question through’ the consumer rather than 
the merchant. 

„The league entered the work a little late 
for this season’s shopping, beginning at the 
first of the month, but I think that the circu- 
lars which were sent out to the Presidents 
of the woman’s clubs and to the clergymen 
of Chicago had some influence upon the 
buying. All that was necessary in many 
cases was merely to call the attention of 
the women to a condition of affairs which 
they could remedy.”’ 

In its circular the league asked that the 
women of Chicago in their shopping observe 
five simple rules: | 

Shop 

Go shopping with classified lists. 
me only the necessary shopping before Christ- 

Do not ask to have parcels delivered on the day

of purchase. 
Do not receive goods delivered after 7 p. m. 


It is the pathetic irony of history,“ 
said the league in its circular, that this 
holy festival of the child should become the 
time when little children are overtaxed and 
underpaid.

In Woman’s Power to Remedy. 


The Christmas shopping is entirely in the 

hands of women, and it is to supply their de- 
mands that employers are obliged to over- 
work their employés. In the retail depart- 
ments all the employés are harassed and 
overtired even in the stores which close at 6 
o'clock. 

In the unpacking rooms, unseen by shop- 
pers, men and boys work until midnight. In 
the delivery rooms clerks work to the point 
of exhaustion in order that the goods sold 
in the late afternoon may be delivered that 
night. Delivery men are out the days be- 
fore Christmas until 11 o'clock at might, hav- 
ing left their stables at 7 o’clock in the 
morning, and this overworking of men, 
women, and children is a part of the cele- 
bration of the birth of the Christ. 

Christmas shopping has become a Christ- 
mas scandal, entailing untold suffering. 
Some employers are more humane than 
others. ‘Those that close at 6 o'clock should 
be specially encouraged.“ 

According to the standard of the league 
a standard house is one in which no 
child is allowed to work after 6 o'clock and 
in which the requirements of the child labor 
law are all complied with; in which equal 
pay is given for work of equal value, irre- 
spective of sex; in which in departments: 
where women only are employed the mini- 
mum wages are $6 a week for adult workers 
of six months’ experience, and fall in few 
instances below $8; in which the hours 
from 8 a. m. to 6 p. m., with not less than 
three-quarters of an hour for lunch, con-, 
stitute the working day; in which seats are 
provided for saleswomen and the ‘use of 
seats is not prohibited; and in which all

They Have a Long Distance Telephone 
Means of Drums—Communi- 
idate Hundreds of Miles. 


Travelers in uncivilized countries have 
often wondered how many savage tribes 
were able to transmit news for hundreds of 
miles with no apparent facilities for doing 
so. An interesting light is throw on this 
subject by Jose Bach, who tells of the means 
by which the Indians on the Amazon com- 
municate with each other at a distance. 

The natives live in groups of 100 to 200 per- 
sons in settlements.-half a mile or a mile 
apart. In each dwelling there is a wooden 
drum, which ts buried for half its height in 
sand, mixed with fragments of wood, bone, 
and mica, and has a triple diaphragm of 


When this drum is struck with a wooden 
mallet the sound travels far, and is distinctly 
heard in the other drums in the neighboring 


It is beyond doubt that the transmission of 
the sound takes place through the earth, 
since the blows struck are scarcely audible 
outside of the houses in which the instru-

fication of the process employed by Indians 
for perceiving distant noises (such as the 
gallop of a horse), which consists in applying

It 
certainly contains the idea which is the 
basis of Cyrano’s character; it had a splen- 
did part for the divine Sarah. Why, then, 
was it a failure? 

Certainly, action is wanting, and reality, 
too; but that is not all, for many plays have 
gucceeded with less action and far less 

try than La Princesse Lointaine.“ The 
Story is interesting enough and gives oppor- 

- tunity for a fine display of emotion. 

Joffroy Rudel starts upon a voyage to find 
the Princess of his dreams, taking with n-m 
a crew of faithful sailors and a loyal knight, 

dne Bertrand of Provence, who is so en- 
tranced by this glorious and supreme love 
that he is willing to die in the cause of the 
man who breathes it in his verse. It is a 
Jong and disastrous voyage, like that of 
Ulysses on his way to Ithaca, but land is 
gighted at last just as Joffroy Rudel is at 
the point of death, and Bertrand goes ashore 
to bring back the long desired Princess to 
greet her unknown lover before he dies. 

To meet Melissinde—this exquisite Prin- 
cess—Bertrand has to encounter and siay 
the minions of the monarch to whom Melis- 
ginde is pledged in marriage, and when he 
wins his way to her chamber he has again 
to encounter a greater though invisible foe, 
the temptation which assails his honor. 
For a moment he is vanquished. Melissinde, 
although the fame of Joffroy and of his love 
has reached her, although she loves this 
wonderful troubadour, yet falls suddenly a 
victim to the youthful charms of Bertrand 
and he yields to her passion. But remorse 
atrikes him in the midst of yielding, and 
Melissinde recovers, too, from her passion 
for a man who has not evén the greatness 
to be disloyal without repenting. And Jof- 
froy’s ship is still in,the harbor and he still 
lives, for the white pennant still floats from 
the mast. To him the Princess hastens in 
time to kiss his dying lips, and Joffroy never 
knows of Bertrand’s perfidy, because it is 
better that he should die in peace. So the 
petting sun lights the golden hair of the 
Princess as she throws her arms about the 
sinking troubadour, and when he passes 
from her she renounces the life of love for 
the pursuit of religion, and Bertrand, re- 

ntant still, swears allegiance only to the 
oly tomb at Jerusalem. 

The reader will at once ize the 
legend of Tristan and Isolde under this 
new guise, and he will also see in the knight 
who loves only the distant Princess because 
he has never seen her and never gleancd 

a favor from her hand, the forerunner of 
the Gascon who loves most to fight when 
there is no hope of victory. * 

There is, too, in La Princesse Lointaine,” 
the youthful spirit which makes Cyrano 
go irresistible. 

“The one vice in life,“ says the priest in 
* La Princess Lointaine,”’ is indifference, 
the one virtue is enthusiasm.”’ Cyrano might 
have used exactly the same expression. 

In order that the spirit of loving or fighting 
—it is much the same thing—without hope 
of reward, may be fully grasped it is neces- 
gary to quote the song of Joffroy Rudel, 
which became so famous that it reached 
even the ears of the Princess herself. There 
is no good translation, so it is necessary to 
give it in French:

These lines might with equal propriety 
have been put in the mouth of Cyrano under 
eimilar circumstances, and the main reason 
why one play has been enormously success- 
ful, while the other was a failure, lies in the 
fact that the same spirit which imbued 
Joffroy Rudel has been instilled into a really 
mational play full of the true racial quality. 
Any one who was also a poet could have 
written La Princesse Lointaine,“ only a 
Frenchman could have written Cyrano de 
Bergerac.“ And it is practically certain 
that for great success a work of art must 
be inspired by this same racial instinct. 
Cyrano is real, tangible, and, above all, lova- 
bie. Joffroy Rudel and Melissinde are as im- 
palpable as the Princess Maleine or any 

Other of Maeterlinck’s characters which 
they to a certain degree resemble. 


— 

The enthusiasm of Rostand, turned into a 
definite channel, has resulted in so good a 
play that Cyrano cannot be badly acted: 
or rather, however bad the acting, the 
beauty of the author’s work shines through 
it. And so there is really not so much differ- 
ence between Cyrano at the Grand 
Opera-House and Cyrano at the Great 
Northern. 

When. Mr. Henry Lee made his produc- 
tion at Clifford’s Theater the merits of the 
performance were fully recognized in these 
columns. But now that Mr. Lee has taken 
his company to a better environment for a 
romantic play, it is only fair to say once 
more that his production of Cyrano is a 
marvelously fine piece of work when every- 
thing is considered. 

Mr. Lee is a straightforward melodra- 
matic actor with an excellent delivery and not 
an overwhelming burden of stage munner- 
isms. He would not, perhaps, attract much 
attention in any other play, but he has the 
dash and the swing which make his Cyrano 
most effective in places, and so good on the 
whole that his acting merits serious crit- 


He certainly has the fault of overemphasis; 
he constantly dwells too long on a point, and 
his death scene must positively be curtailed 
by fifteen minutes. There is absolutely no 
excuse for the irritatingly slow delivery in 
the whole of the last act, and Mr. Lee must 
gee that he is simply killing an otherwise 
fine performance by persisting in this error.

| ly, and if he will get a new Roxane—the

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T was the day before Christmas on the 
Island of Beriberi, in the south Pacific 
sens, and his Excellency Daniel Webster 
Babcock, the Governor, was inclined to 
be reminiscent and a trifle sad. He sat 

on the veranda of his thatched-roof “ pal- 

ace and looked down the hill to the little 
village of huts gathered at the water's edge, 
or let his gaze roam with a yearning look 
over the long Pacific swells that spread out, 
bright and unbroken, in the light of the set- 
ting sun as far as the eye could reach. On 
the coral reef which surrounded the island 
the ocean broke white and seemed soft as 
carded wool,” sending up fountains of spray 
that flashed with prismatic colors and then 
fell back again. 

Inside the reef the lagooh was as smooth 
and bright as If a belt of burnished silver 
had been drawn around the island. Always 
at daytime this lagoon lay shining there— 
with a dull, leaden glare when the southwest 
monsoon was blowing, but gleaming bright 
in pleasant weather—seeming fixed to the 
island, like one of its rings to the planet

,and that when they assured him that he 
would not be disturbed in his office for a long 
time they meant it absolutely.

A man-of-war took the Governor and his 
cases of household goods out to the island 
and sent men ashore to build him a house on 
the hill above the native village.

and an American flag, and salled away.

PAN-CELTIC CONGRESS. 


GAELIC TO BE WIDELY TAUGHT 


ERE has been growing during the 

last few years a remarkable revival 

in the cultivation of Irish language 

and literature, and the rapidity with 

which it is at present spreading gives 
hopeful proofs of the firm hold which the 
ancient language and the ancient custonis 
still exercise over the Celtic people. Nor 
is this renaissance confined to Ireland alone; 
it is manifest wherever are found, in any 
numbers, the sea-divided Gael.“ It is 
also becoming the object of critical and en- 
thusiastic study by philologists in most 
lands. In England, France, and Germany 
there are societies for the study of Gaelic 
and its long-forgotten literary treasures, 
and in the last country alone all of its great 
universities have professors of the old 
tongue. There is also published there a 
periodical devoted to the Gaelic language 
and literature, and France has its Revue 
Celtique. In this country there are in all 
the chief cities one or more Gaelic clubs or 
classes, one of the largest and most enthu- 
silastic being in this city, which holds its 
meetings for instruction and elucidation 
every Sunday. 


Early the coming year there is to be held 
in the City of Dublin a Pan-Celtic congress, 
Lord Castletown being at the head of the 
committee to make arrangements for the 
gathering. Its purpose is announced to be 
cooperation for the preservation and devel- 
opment of all the treasures of Celtic tradi- 
tion, whether in language, literature, music, 
or the fine arts, which were the common in- 
heritance of the Celtic people. This con- 

will be an inspiring manifestation of 
Celtic vitality and Celtic reverence for a 
past, of which every Irishman may well 
feel proud, and in which those not Celts can 
take a keen and sympathetic interest. 

At a recent meeting of the committee some 
notable responses were received from 
abroad. The Highland association tele- 
graphed: ‘‘ The Celts of Albyn rejoice to 
send a most hearty greeting to those uf 
Erin, and hope that the hinges of kinship 
may never rust.” The Isle of Man society 
wished all success to the Pan-Celtic con- 
Fress, and the President of the Breton 
union wrote: I salute with all my soul the 


| nation of Erin—exquisite flower of our race. 


I greet her in my name and in the name of 
all Bretons.. Let her know that we, like 
her, remain faithful to the dream of our 
common ancestort.“ The Archdruid of the 
Bardic Gorsedd sent.a message from Wales 
expressing his’satisftcaion at the growth of 
Celtic feeling and Dr. Heinrich Zimmer 
Griefswald wrote: “I interested to 
learn that the Pan-Celtic gress begins to 
assume tangible shape.“

The prime inspiration in this new Gaelic 
language and literature movement may be 
attributed to the Irish Literary society.“ 
an organiation formed a few years ago, and | 
composed not only of enthusiasts for the 
past, but of many of the brightest thinkers, 
scholars, and writers of Great Britain. By 
voice and pen the society has labored, and by 
many publications has directed the at- 
tention of the thoughtful , and the 
scholarly everywhere, to the rich treasures 
of Gaelic literature stored away, and long 
unnoticed, in the great libraries of the con- 
tinent as well as of those in London aad 
Dublin. But the Gaelic league, of which the 
Chicago society is a branch, has been doing 
even more practical, if less noticeable, work; 
for its inspiration is the belief that it can 
still secure for the native language and In- 
erature of Ireland an influential and splendid 
future. It advocates a national system of 
bilingual instruction. in the national schools 
and other institutions of learning, and by the 
organization of Gaelic study clubs in every 
parish in the old land it hopes to mage the 
Gaelic as-universally spoken among the peo- 
ple as it was a century ago. In their patri- 
otic aspirations they believe with Trelawny, | 
the friend of Shelley and of Byron, when he 
witnessed the resurgepce of Greece, that 
“no people, if they in their name and 
language, need despair,” and they hold to 
the opinion of archzological! researches into 
the history of the country that the courage of 
their ancestors, their dash and daring in bat- 
tle, and their prominence in literature were 
connected with their music, and poetry, and 
olden tongue. 


The growing sentiment and unebtrusive 
forces that had been so patiently but ear- 
nestly working found their full and 
flowering expression two years or more ago 
in the notable gatherings in Dublin known 
as the Feis Coail,’’ or musical festival, 
and the Oireachtas,”’ or Irish Literary As- 
sembly. These organizations held similar 
gatherings in Belfast the early part of this 
year, and their third meeting will come off 
a few months from now. These have been 
the first musical and literary assembifes— 
somewhat after the ancient pattern—held in 
Ireland for four centuries or more for en- 
couraging the study of the language and the 
music of the nation. They have had & won- 
derful effect and brought to Hght many gems 
of thought and melody for the enrichment 
of music, literature, and art. 

Last month there was another remarkable 
gathering held in Letterkenny, County Dof- 
egal, called the “Aenach Tirconaill,” or 
Fair of Tirconnell, and, like the Oireachtas, 
it was one of the most representative as- 
semblies held in modern times ot the speak- 
ers, students, and lovers of the native lan- 
guage and music of Ireland. The well- 
known London periodical, the Speaker, in 
referring to what it calls the renaissance 
of the Ceit,“ writes that the vitality of 
the Celtic temperament as shown by the 
new movement in Ireland is a phenomenon 
of far more than passing Import.“ ye 
— . 


The many continental scholars who have 
studied the Irish language and who are giv- 
ing it increasing attention now, all 
of it in terme of the highest praise for its 
beauty, resource, and flexibility. Old Irish, 
they say, ranks next to Sanscrit for the 
philologist, and like that ancient tongue 
and the Greek and Latin, “it is a pure 
Aryan language and a highly inflected and 
beautiful one.“ In speaking of it Dr. Doug- 
las Hyde, in his book on early Gaelic lit- 
erature, says: The tones of that beauti- 
ful, unmixed Aryan language which, with 
the exception of that glorious Greek, which 
has now renewed its youth like the eagle, 
has left the longest, most luminous, and 
most consecutive literary track behind it of 
any of the vernacular tongues of Europe.
